THE 


PREFACE. 


INCE Gaming 15 bedeine A 
Trade, and the Adventurers 
thereat do not all play upon 


the Square, my Deſign in publiſh- 


ing theſe Memoirs is to detect the ſe- 
vera! Cheats which the Sharpers uſe 


in all forts of Games on Cards of 
Dice: And tho? I have here ſhew'd 


the true way of playing the chief 
Games in uſe among us, whether 


they be Engliſb, French, Dutch, Spa- 
niſb or Italian, yet 1 would not have 


the Reader think my Intention is to 


make Gameſters, but only to inform 


People how they may avoid being 
cheated by ? em. 
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I am ſenſible, the Diverſion and 


Entertainment of Gaming is the 
great Excuſe which Gentlemen 


have for loſing their Money : Eve- 


ry-body pleads Privilege for Re- 
creation; which is but a frivolous 
Excuſe; for if Pleaſure be all, why 
is the Stake ſo high? Why 1s 


it purſu'd like Buſineſs, and with 
all the Eagerneſs of Trade? Is the 


Titulation of throwing Seven or 
Eleven worth ſo many Pounds as 
are commonly thrown away at Ha- 
zard ? Does the Gameſter always fit 
eaſie? And is he never in pain for a 
Deal or a Caſt? Certainly he can 
have nothing of humane Nature 
about him who's cheated with this 
Pretence. 


famous Shaypers living in the Reign 


of King Charles the Second, K. James 
the Second, K. William tlie Third, 
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and Queen Anne, our Britiſh Nobi- 


lity, and others, may ſee how they 
have been impos'd on by their 
cheating Tricks; but yet young 
Heirs will often throw off a good 
Eſtate before they come at it, and 
ſtake their Honour to ruin their For- 
tunes. No Argument has Force e- 
nough to ſtop the Hand that is 
turn'd to the Box and Dice. The 
Miſchief of Gaming does not, as in 
molt Caſes, bring the Actor to Re- 
pentance ; but this fooliſh Paſſion 
commonly encreaſes with the Lois. 
and my which the Gameſter ſuf. 
ancies that the ſame way 


he. loſt, he may win; and the hopes 


of a lucky Hit that may redeem all, 

ſtifles his Reflection upon a multi- 
tude of unhappy Throws : Thus 
the nearer he is to Ruin, the more 


eager is he to be Undone. 
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However, to preſerve Gentlemen 


as muchas may be from thoſe Cheats 
and 4baſes which are too frequently 


put upon *em by Sharpers, they are 


not only here taught how to be 


arm'd againft their Injuries; but al- 
o (tor Fear of any Impoſition) the 
true manner of playing upon the 


Square at Gleek, POmbre, Lanterloo, 
Banlbafalet, Beaſt, Baſſet, Bragg, Pi- 


quet, Primero, Verquere, Tick-tack, 


Grand = Irick-track, Back = Gammon, 
Paſſage, Iun and Inn, Cheſs, Hazard, 

and other Games; and if Recreati- 
on is a Gameſter's Plea, I do then 


advife all Perſons of Quality never 
to play tor more than they might 


throw away on any other Diverſi- 
on; and thoſe of a lower Rank not 


to. loſe more at a time than they 


can bear, without any detriment to 


their Affairs. as 
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his more ſerious Buſineſs, and makes 
him quarrel with his Condition, 
tho' ever ſo good. If he wins, the 
Succeſs ſo elevates him, that his mad 
Joys carry him to the height of all 
Exceſſes; but if he loſes, his Miſ- 
fortune plunges him into the loweſt 
Abyſs of wild Deſpair. Beſides, 
how common is it for a Man at a 
bad Throw to caſt up his Eyes, as 
it he meant to call Heaven to an 
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But conſidering how dextrouſly- 
common SHarpers can cheat Men to 
their Faces, the Publication of this 
Book was chiefly to diſcourage them 


from Gaming; becauſe it is an en- 
chanting Witchcraft, begotten by 


thoſe Devils, Avarice and Jdleneſs. 


It ſo infatuates a Man, that it ren- 


ders him incapable of proſecuting 


S 


Account for the Injuſtice done him, 


in not giving him the Caſt which 


he deſired! And at other times it 


is as frequent for Gameſters to uſe 
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ſuch proſane Expreſſions, which 


carry too much Horror in them to 
be repeated here. 


It was the wholſom Admonition 


of that great Man Sir Matthew Hale, 


once Lord Chief: ſuſticeof this King- 


dom, Do not Play, if given to Cove- 


touſneſs or Paſſion ; for as the firſt of 


thoſe Vices is a Temptation to ut- 
ter Ruin and Deſtruction, fo the o- 
ther being a conſtant Attendant on 
Gaming, frequent Quarrels too often 


happen at Cards or Dice: For if a 


Man ſhould play ever fo fair upon 
the Square, and happen to win any 
thing conſiderable,he'll be ſuſpected 


by the Loſers to have put a Trick 


upon 'em by changing the Cards or 


Dice ; and then right or wrong 


they'll quarrel] with him, more for 


Vexation at their Loſs, than any juſt 


Ground of Complaint that they 
have againſt him; and if he don't 
fight it out immediately, OW 
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ſhall have Aﬀronts enough to en- 
gage him to meet his Adverſary in 
the Field next Morning, to give 
him Satisfaction for a meer "Trifle, 
which he calls a Punctilio of Ho- 
nour: And if a Man tamely puts 
up the Inſults he meets with, he 
muſt never expect to go to that 
CGaming-houſe again, without being 
pull'd by the Noſe, or kick'd and 
cane*d. Therefore, theſe being tlie 
many Inconveniences which atrend 
Gaming, it is my Advice, that all 
honeſt Men would leave it off, to 
the great Mortification of thouſands 
of Sharpers, who live by Cards and 
Dice in this Nation ; and from 
whom I muſt look for many a hear- 
ty Curſe, for this Diſcovery of their 
unaccountable Villany ; but I wou'd 
| have them to know that I ſlight. 
their Anger as much as I abhor 
their infamous Converſation. 
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It is an old Proverb: in this Coun- 
trey, Give the Loſer leave to ſpeak, 
Em ſure, for the loſs of 2000 J. per 
ann. at Gaming, Ihave cauſe enough 
to exclaim againſt all Sharpers ; and 
though it is now too late for me to 
curſe my Fate, yet having a Son 
who is the very next Heir to 1500 
Pounds per ann. by the Death of an 
Uncle, I have alſo upon his Account 
publiſh d this uncommon Piece of 
Trickizg and Sharping, whereby he 
may ſhun the Snares of the deſtroy- 
ing Locuſts, who are lurking at Tux- 
bridge, Bath, the Groom-Porters, and 
in all Gaming-houſes in London, to ruin 
young Gentlemen, whoſe honeſt 
Simplicity thinks ſo much Villany, 
Il as does, cannot be ſhrouded under 
the Diverſion (as they vainly think 
. the Games they are at) of Cards and 
Dice. But in caſe my Son's Incli- 
|| nation will, by way of Inſtinct from 
1 his unfortunate Father, deſcend to 
55 . 
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Gaming, I have laid down ſuch ge-

neral Rules, without any Excepti- 
on, for ſhewing the true Grounds: 
of all Games now in ule here, that 
he may eaſily avoid the Impoſition 
which old Gameſters too frequent- 
ly put on young ones. 


Indeed I do not only bluſh with 
Confuſion and Shame at my own 
juvenile Folly, but Horror and 


Amazement runs through my wi- 


ther'd Veins, to ſee the Faſcination 
which {till deludes Perſons of Qua- 


lity and Men of Diſtinction, ruin 
themſelves and Families by Gaming, 


when they have ſeen how many 
good Eſtates have been ſhipwreck'd 


in that Ocean of molt immenſe 
Profuſeneſs. 


However, if People will not ear- 
ly ſee this deſtructive Madnels, by 


taking my Advice, but will per- + 
fie their inevitable Poverty, I ſhall

courted from abroad, particularly from 


| Rome by the Pope's Nuncio; from Spain 


by Don Diego le Torris, and from France 
by Monſ. Monery, a Perſon ſo accom- 
pliſh'd, and ſo obligingly civil, that all 
Men coveted his Company, inſomuch 


that there ſeldom was a Meeting or De- 
ſign of Merriment intended, or contri- 


ved by any Perſon of Quality, but Monſ. 

Monery mult be one, who as often re- 

turn'd their Kindneſs in their own way. 
Now Major Clancy being a very fine 


lively brisk Boy, Monſ. Monery took 
him fora ſort ofa Page; in which Office 


he was very diligent, and continued ſo, | 
not only during his Maſters ſtay in Ire- 

land, but for ſome years after his coming 
into France, where he had all the conve- 
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nient Opportunities for his Education 
as could be wiſh'd for, which he neglect- 
ed not, but made ſo good uſe of his 


time, that he improv'd it to the full, by | 
acquiring the French Tongue perfectly,

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ſo pleaſed Monery, that he took great

part of his way. They no ſooner took 
their leaves of him, but he ſteer'd his 
Courſe another way, and bended to- 
wards the Sen- ſide; where meeting a 


Ship ready to ſet ſail for Wexford in Jre- 
land, agrees with the Owner, puts his 


Goods aboard, and ſoon arriv'd in his 


own Country. He was receiv'd by the 
People of the aforeſaid Town as a Per-

not; for which, the ſmootheſt Part of 
the Table muſt be choſe; and ſome 
are ſo expert at this, that they'l] flur a 
Die a Yard in length without turning. 
Major Clancy in leſs than two Years had 
won 6509 Pounds at Gaming, but at 
laſt his long continu'd baſe Practices 
had br ought him to that paſs, that few 

or none would come near him, as dread- 
ing his having ſome ill Deſign upon 

them; „ whereby he was neceſſitated to 
play at ſmall Games, rather than ſtand 

_ out: For debauching a Servant-Wench 
v here he lodg'd, at a Barber's Houſe in 
King ſtreet in Weftminſter,and afterwards

HIS unfortunate Gentleman was 
born at Kickcaldy in Fyfeſhire im 
Scotland, and going into the Army when 

very young, to raiſe his Fortune, which 
Was much Uiminiſh? Q by his Father's too 
gencrous way of living, the Regiment 
to which he belong d being at the Siege 
of Maeſtricht, commanded by the Duke 
of Monmouth, the Valour and Courage 
which he there exerted againſt the 1. 
nemy ad vanc'd him to the Dignity of 
2 Captain; however, his Virtue being 
not equivalent to his martial Proweſs, 
he raviſh'd a young Woman at Vrretebt 
in Holland; and committed, when he 
came into Exglaud, another Rape at Che- = 
ſter, for which he had been call'd to an 

Account, if he had not had good Friends 

to have made up the matter, without 

coming under the Cenfure of the Law. 

Sir John Johnſon's extravagant way of 

living keeping him poor, inſomuch that 

he could ſcarce ſubſiſt on his ſmall Eſtate 
of about 80 Pounds per Annum, and his

No 
ſooner 1d he alight but they laid hold 
on him, and where he expected raviſh- 
ing Embraces and ſweet Kiſſes, they 
pay'd him with Buffets and Crab-trce 
Sticks, making him in ſuch a pickle, as 
never was any poor Knight in the like 
fad Condition. They carry him to Mr. 
Aagrath's Houſe, who believ'd himſelf 
fure of this Booty, and therefore pre- 
par'd to receive him, not as heretofore 
witha good Dinner, but with a pair of 
Stocks, which he had placed in bis 
common Hall, Pur poſely to be in the 
5 ſight 
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ſight of all, both Men and Women. 
Here Sir Jahn fat with his Legs thro?, 
his Cloths torn, his Face bruisd, and 
his Head broken; but the ſight was ſo 
diſpleaſing to Mr. Magrath's Wife, that 
ſhe deſir'd her Husband to mitigate part 
of this Rigour, or rather Tyranny; for 
her part ſhe was not able to endure to 
ſee a Gentleman thus us'd like a Beaſt 
in her Houſe, and that he might find 
other means to prevent the Harm he 

apprehended, without enfringing the 
Laws and Rules of Gentility. Theſe 
Words did in ſome meaſure mollifie 
the unreaſonableneſs of Mr. Aagrar'is. 
Paſtion, fo that he turn'd towards Sir 
John, and told him how much it was a- 
gainſt his Inclination to ufe any Gentle- 
man thus; and that if he wouid paſs 
his Parole never to proceed tarther in 
this matter, nor give him any farther 
trouble in it, he was ready to reſtore 
him firſt his Liberty, and then his 
Horſe and Piſtols, and all that had been 
taken from him. Quoth Sir Fohy, Mr, 
Magrath, It ſhould ſeem; altho' you are 
a very knowing Man, you never read of 
the Knight of the Sun, or of his Brother 
Roſs Clear, or of Rogero, or any of the 
i OD 
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famous and brave Men at Arms, how 

they ſuffer'd for their Miſtreſſes: If you 
had, undoubtedly you would in ſome 
meaſure have conſider'd me, who of my 
ſelf can conſider nothing in compariſon 
to my Miſtreſs; for when I remember 
or call to mind that what I ſuffer or en- 
dure, is for her, it ſweetens all my Suf- 
ferings. I muſt confeſs, Liberty is a 
very pleaſing Thing, eſpecially after 
fach Hardſhips as have been put upon 
me, and what I ſhould covet and court. 
Was it to be purchaſed either by La- 
bour, Coin, or Blood, I ſhonld not ſtick 
in ſuch a caſe; ; but to relinquiſn my 
Pretence to my Miſtreſs, as if I would 

prefer any worldly Conſideration be- 
fore her, I will never do it, nor is it in 
the Power of the whole World to make 
me doit. Let theſe Fellows and you, 
whoſe Priſoner I now am, inflict what 
Puniſhment you pleaſe, it ſhall never be 
of force ſufficient to divorce me from 
your Daughter's Service. This Speech 
wrought fo upon Mr. Magrath's Wife, 
as alſo upon them that heard it, that it 
mov'd them all to Pity; ſne never left 
folliciting her Husband till ſhe obtain'd 
Sir John's Liberty; then were all the 
Ser- 
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Serrants ſtriving who ſhould do him 
moſt Service; one brings Water, ano- 
ther the Towel, another his Hat, all 
waited upon him at Supper, and from 
thence to his. Chamber. Next Morn- 
ing, having his Horſe and Piſtols deli- 
ver'd him in very good Order, he takes 
his leave very handſomly, eſpecially of 
Mr. Magrath's Wife, that procur'd him 
his Liberty out of the Stocks. 
Sir John being now quite out of con- 
ceit for ſtealing Fortunes for himſelf, 
he ſteer'd his Courſe for Dublin, in 
which Metropolis of the Kingdom of 
Ireland he had not been above four 
Months before he was arreſted for a 
Debt of 120 Pounds, and ſent to Goal. 
Here he was under very preſſing Cir- 
cumſtances, and having a very familiar 
Acquaintance with the Daughter of the 
Earl of Twomond, who was a Roman- 
Catholick, he takes the Liberty to ſigni- 
fy by a Letter the bad State of his Con- 
dition under a hard Impriſonment, 
without any hopes of Redemption; 
and that being reconciÞ'd to the See of 
Rome, deſir d her Ladyſhip, with much 
earneſt neſs, to continue ſt ill his Friend, 
0 whom he had alſo an humble "- 
queſt, 
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queſt, which was, that ſhe would be 
pleas'd to command her Chaplain to 
come to the Priſon to hear his Confe+ 
ſion, by reaſon it related to the great 
Concern of his Soul. The Lady ae- 
_quieſced to what he ſo ſeemingly deſir'd. 


Her Chaplain puts on his Diſguiſe and 
went to the Priſon, where he was car- 
vy'd to a private Room: The Door be- 
ing ſhut cloſe, he begins to tell Sir John 


by whoſe Command he came, and de- 


fir'd him to conſider how he, and all 


thoſe of his Function, were perſecuted 
now K. William had juſt made a Con- 
queſt of that Nation; and that he could 
not ſtay long, and therefore doubted 


not but he was prepar'd for his Confeſ- 


tion. Sir (ſays Sir John) I know it very 
well, and ſhall not keep you long, my 
Confeſſion. is but ſhort : I am ſenſible

tled at this Confeſſion, that he knew not

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fort cd to give Sir John all the Money he 
had, which was 80 broad Pieces of 
Gold, and his Bond for 80 more to be 
pay data certain day agreed on. The 
Chaplain goes home to his Lady like a 
diſtracted Man, to whom he tells what 
befel him, imputing the blame of his. 
Misfortune to her Ladyſhip, at whoſe 
| -Intreaty and Command he undertook 
that unfortunate Buſineſs of going to 
confeſs one that was a rank Heretick. 
However, the Lady being much troubl'd, 
as conceiving herſelf the abſolute Occa- 
fon of this Diſaſter, knew no way to 
repair this Injury but by making her 
_ Chaplain ſatisfa&ion, which ſhe did by 
paying him his 80 Pieces of Gold, ich 
a Promiſe of bearing him harmlefs from 
making good his Bond. 
With this Money Sir John than did | 
make ſuch a Compoſition with his Cre- 
ditors, that he ſoon obtain'd his Liber- 
ty. He ſhortly after came to England, 
where. being out of all Buſineſs, he took 
to Gaming, and became ſich a notable 
Gameſter at Cards, that he got a great. 
deal of. Money by playing at Putt, at 
which Game he was ſo dexterous, that 
by lipping the Cards he would ae

If he 


play'd at Whift, he would ſeldom fail 
of having all the four Honours when he 


dealt; or at leaſtwiſe deal them be- 
twixt himſelf and his Partner. And 


alſo if he play'd at Cribbage, beſides ſe- ö 


curing good Cards for himſelf, both in 
Hand and Crib, he would always have a 


great ad vantage in that Game, by nim- 
bly putting his Pegs more forward than 


he ought. People may think, that if 


they had but a ſteddy Eye on the Per-

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But as Money gotten by Gaming ſe]- 
dom thrives with any Body, fo it did 
not with Sir John Johnſon, whereupon 
he was obliged to hang on the charita- 

ble Diſpoſition of his Countrymen; and 


being intimately acquainted with c 


Archibald Montgomery, he confpir'd wit!: 
him to be aſſiſt ing in ſtealing one Mrs. 
Mary Wharton, a Fortune worth 1500 
per Ann. for James Campbel, Eſq; who 

violently took her away from her Guar- 
dian Madam Bierly in Oueenftreet, by 
carrying her off in a Coach and fix 
Horſes, and was marry'd to the young 
Gentlewoman at the Coachman his 
Houfe, by one Dr. Clewer, commonly 
known by the Title of the Parſon of 
Croyden. But tho' the Bride, after this 
clandeſtine Marriage, writ thus to her 
Guardian, Pear Aunt, pray be not trou- 
bled, nor take care for me, for I am very 
well with my Husband Captain James 
Campbel, and in a ſhort time I will bring 
him to wait en you; yet her Lodging be- 
ing found to be at an Apothecary's 
Houſe in Newgate-ſtreet, ſhe was fetch'd 
away from thence by an Order of the 
Lord Chief-Juſtice Holt's. Before ſhe 
left her Landlord, ſhe ſaid to him, 774 


true, 
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true, that what I have done is by my own 
Conſent, but however, ] cannot love him, 
and therefore will not live with him, but J 
will not hurt one Hair of any of their Heads. 
Nevertheleſs, an Advertiſement being 
inſerted in the London Gazette, which 
promiſed the Reward of 100 Pounds for 
any Perſon that fhould apprehend James 
Campbel, and 50 Pounds for taking Mont- 
ſomery or Johnſon, the latter of em be- 
ing betray'd by one Angiere his Land- 
lord, he was committed to Newgate, and 
being try'd at the Seſſions-houſe in the 
Old- bailey, was condemn'd for being an 
Acceſlary in ſtealing the aforeſaid Hei- 
reſs; then being convey'd in a mourning 
Coach to Tyburn, on Tueſday the 23d of 
December 1690, he was there hang'd; in 
the 42d year of his age. 
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Bully DAWN] SON, a Sharper. 


HIS Fellow was a noted Bully about 
: London for many Years, and was 
alſo as noted a Coward, for rather than 
venture his Life on the point of a Sword, 
when he hath met with Men, of Con- 
| . | rage | 
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rage indeed, he hath often undergone 
the Penance of being toſS'd in a Blanket, 
oll kick'd, ſeverely cuff'd, pull'd by the 
Noſe, and ſometimes pump'd : How- 
ever, {ſuch was his Impudence, that go- 
ing very well dreſs'd, he hath often at- 
\ tempted to court Gentlewomen and 
Ladies of conliderable Fortunes. Thus, 
having once a good Equipage, and pre- 
tending to be a Perſon of Quality, he 
preſum'd to woe a great Lady, who was 
a Widow in the North of England ; 
hut his mean Birth and Parentage, and 
infamous Courſe of Life, being one day | 
diſcover'd to her Ladyſhip by one that 
knew Bully Dawſon very well, ſhe ſo 
highly reſented his Preſumption, that 
ſhe order*d her Servants to abuſe him 
the next time he came to her Houſe, ac- 
cording to their own Diſcretion. Not 
long after, this infamous Rafcal going 
to pay this rich Widow a Viſit, before 
he could have a ſight of her Ladyihip, 
her Footmen, Grooms, and others gave 
him ſuch a rough Entertainment, that 
they left him almoſt ſtark naked, with- 
out Hat, without Wig, without Coat, 
without Waſtcoat, or any other thing 
in the World, excepting a pair of voce” i 
ne edn anos Told .

almoſt to pieces: Then after this Dil- 
grace Bully Damſon ſtealing a little 
Horſe in Torkſhire, and providing him 
with a Bundle of Straw for a Saddle, 
a Hay-band for a Bridle; in this {tate 
he rid through the Country to London, 
where he was ſo well known, that the 
People believ'd he had broke ſome Goal, 
and by that means had made an eſcape. 
Here ſoon recruiting himſelt again, 
among thoſe common Strumpets who 
paid him Contribution in Dog-and-Bitch- 
Tard, Whetftone's-Park, Milford-Lane, Or 
Salibury-Court, he took another Country 
Journey to Sturbridge Fair, where mect- 
ing with other Sharpers like himſelf, to 
whom ſaying he was upon marrying a 
 Gentlewoman in Cambridge worth 4000 
Pounds, but that he only wanted ſo 
much Money as would furniſh him with 
tome Apparel, that he might not always 
appear in one Dreſs; they, upon his 
faithfully promiſing to reward them ge- 
nerouſly for their Civility, rais'd ſixty 
Pounds among 'em, and lent it him. 
Bully Daw/on no ſooner had the Money 
in ſalvo cuſtodia, but he bilkt his Lodg- 
ing, diſappointed his Friends of their

There at an Ordinery happening into 


Company with a Gentleman who was 


talking of traveling into Fance, and 
therefore was willing to put ſome Mo- 


ney into a honeſt Man's Hands, to fave 


him the trouble of Exchange, Queth 


Bully Damſen, If that, Sir, will be a Ser- 


vice to you, 7 xm ſure I can help you, for 


there is a noble Perſon at Paris that has a 
conſiderable Sum of Money of mine in his 


| Hands, who ſhall pay you upon fight of my 


Bill : *Tis the Duke of Tyrconnel, a No- 
bleman very well known to be reſponſible and 


juſt. The Gentleman hearing the name 
of Tyrconnel, depoſited 150 Pounds in 
Dawſon's Hands, who drew his Bill with 
a very careful earneſt Letter of Cre- 
dence, with which the Gentleman was 
very well ſatisfy'd; and ſhortly after 
ſetting out for France, he no ſooner ar- 
riv'd at Paris, but he deliver'd his Bill 
and Letter to Tyrconnet. The Duke 


ſeeing the name of Dawſon ſubſcrib'd 


to what was given him, could hardly 


contain himſelf from laughing, where-

ing the Cloaths over her. Tearing hee 
Husband's Voice, ſhe was a little com- 
forted, as knowing now this was not 
the lait Hour ſhe had to live, nor the 
laſt time ſhe ſhould ſerve him ſo, but 


with hopes of better Luck than to be 
| fo baſely betray'd into ſuch Diſgrace, - 


by over drowſineſs ; yet ſhe alledg'd,

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Tom, the Knave, is 9; and Tiddy is 4; 
the fifth Towſer, the ſixth Tumbler, 
Which if in Hand, Towſer is 5, and 
Tumbler 6, and ſo double if turn'd up; 
and the King or. Queen of Trumps is 
2: Now as there can neither more nor 
| leſs than three Perſons play at this 
Game, who have 12 Cards apiece dealt 
em at 4 at a time, you are to note, 
that 22 are your Cards; if you win 
nothing but the Cards that were dealt 
you, you loſe 10; if you have neither 
Tib, Tom, Tiddy, King, Queen, Mour- 
nival, nor Gleek, you loſe, becauſe 
you count as many Cards as you had in 
Tricks, which muſt be few, by reafon 
of the badneſs of your Hand ; if you 
have Tib, Tom, King and Queen of 
Trumps in your Hand, you have 30 
by Honours, that 1s 8 above your own 
Cards, beſides the Cards you win by 
them in Play. If you have Tom only, 
which is 9, and the King of Trumps, 
which is 3, then you reckon from 12,. 
13, 14, 15, till you come to 22, and 
then every Card wins ſo many Pence, 
Groats, or what elſe you play'd for; 
and if you are under 22, you loſe as 
many, But though Major Pepper was a 


great Gameſter, and very expert in 
Palming and Shuffling the Cards to his 
on Advantage, inſomuch that he had 

in his time won ſome Thouſands of 
Pounds at 'em, eſpecially at this Game 
of Gleek, yet was he never Rich, for 

as his Money was ill got, it thrivd as 
bad with him; for being very poor in 
the declining part of his Life, his mean 
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Condition drove him to that Deſpair, 


that he Shot himſelf through the Head 


with a Piſtol, at his Lodging in Datchy 
Lane, in 1696, aged 49 Years ; and 


was interr'd in the Church-Yard of 5 


St. Mary le Savoy in the Stranl. 
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Colonel PAN TON, a Gameſter. 


F HIS Gentleman was the young- 


eſt Son of Squire anton, living 


near Aſhby- de la-Zouch in Leiceſterſhire, 


who having a great many Children, 
their Portions were the leſſer; where- 


upon the Perſon we here talk of, com- 
ing up to London à little after the Re- 


ſtauration of the Royal Family, in the 


Lear 1660, by the Favour of ſome 
Vn! Friends, 
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Friends, he was honour'd with a Cap- 
tain's Commiſſion in a Marching Re- 
giment. His Pay, and the Benefit of 
his Company, were not ſufficient to 
maintain him, therefore he endeavour'd 


to live by his Wits, that is to ſay, by 


Gaming ; and generally having gcod 
Luck with his great Skill at L'Ombre, 
| Baſſet, Picquet, and other Games upon 


the Cards. he won a great deal of 
Moncy, with which he ſoon procur da 


Major's Commiſſion; ſhertly he rais'd 


himſelf to a Lieutenant-Colonel's Poſt, 
and next got a Regiment of his own. 
_ He was very extravagant, living in 
the fineſt Lodgings about the Court ; 
keeping 4 cr 5 Footmen at once in 


good Liveries, and Eating and Drink- 


ing very high ; but above all, being 


always of an Amorous Diſpoſition, he 


card not what Expences he was at to 


carry on an Intrigue of Love ; as it 


plainly appears by his Amour once with 
a Goldſmith's Wife near Charing- Croſs, 


who being Young and Handſome, and 


full of Wir, ſeem'd to him a proper 
Object to become his Miſtreſs. Accor- 


dingly he addreſt himſelf to a Gentle- 


woman who was a great Crony of 
: hers, 
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| hers, and having engag'd her, by a 
| picce of Money, to do him all the Ser- 
vice ſhe could with reſpect to his 
Amours, he was ſurpriz d, when the 


old Women told him the next Day, 


that his Miſtreſs was haughtier and 
wiſer than Lucretia; and that, as for her 
own part, ſhe had been roundly abu- 
fed for him. This did not, however, 
baulk the Coionel's Fancy, who, onthe 


contrary, watch'd all Opportunities f 
getting a ſight cf the Goldſmith's Wife, 


and never let a Day pals without giving 
her Aſſurances that he died for the Love 


of her. After 2 or 3 Months admir- 


able Patience under the moſt violent 
Paſſion, Chance or Caprice made him 


happy. The Goldſmith's Wife ſaw, 
with Regret, that ſeveral of her Neigh- 
| bours were creſt in finer Cloaths than

uſual; nor had ſhe ben. Wane in 
her repeated Intreaties to her Spou 


repreſented to her the Burthen of his 


numerous Family, and the true Cir- 
cumſtances of his Affairs; aſſuring her 
e Wiha, 


e to 
buy her New Cloaths, in which ſhe 
might appear ſhining like them; but 
he being a Saving, Induſtrious Man, 
inſtead of granting her Requeſt, ſtill 
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withal, that as ſoon as the Cloaths, of 
which ſhe had enough, were worn out, 
ſhe ſhould Dreſs herſelf as ſhe pleas'd. 
This Anſwer was far from giving his 
Wife the ſatisfaction ſhe expected; ſo 
ſhe cry'd, and complain'd, and grun- 
ted, and grumbled, and would ſcarce 
look upon him; but all to no purpoſe: 


The good Man perſiſted in his Care of 


the Main- Chance (as we term it) with- 


out regarding either the Tears or Me- 


naces of his Wife. Colonel Panton, 
who was ſo: confoundedly in Love 
with her, was ſoon let into this Secret 
by old Madam Crony ; whereupon, 


he conjur'd that Beldam, to nick the 
Opportunity, and to improve the 
Miſunderſtandingi between his Miſtreſs 


and her Spouſe, into a good Under- 


ſtanding between her and himſelf ; pro- 
miſing her, in cale ſhe ſucceeded, the 
Reward of 10 Pounds. The old Wo- 
man aſſur'd him of her beſt Endea- 


vours; and waiting her Opportunity 


one Day, when the Goldſmith's Wife 
had been affronted by her Spouſe, and 


was all in Tears, ſhe left nothing unſaid 
of the Colonel's Love and Generoſity, 
In a word, ſhe made ſo good uſe 
of her Time, and ſo well improv'd the 
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critical Moment, that, before they 
parted, the Goldſmith's Wife promiſed 


to entertain Panton, one Night, when 


her Husband was aſleep. 


The Price of that Night's Lodging 


was agreed upon at 100 Guineas. The 
Lover would have given all he was worth 
to ſatisfy the Paſſion that had ſo long 
devoured him. He promis'd to be at 
the Rendezvouz, with all the 


Clock; upon a certain Signal, which 


was agreed upon, they were to intro- 
duce him into a back Pariour, where 
his Miſtreſs would be ready to receive 


him. In the Evening the Goldſmith 
coming home from Hammerſmith, told 


bis Wife, that he was very weary, and 
would therefore go to Bed betimes. As 


ſhe had pretended to be reconcil'd, ſhe 


made no Scruple of obeying him; but 


{carce had they been an Hour in Bed, 


but, O! Dear, ſhe ſaid with a deep Sigh, 


I am, certainly, the moſt unfortunate and 
bare- brain d Woman living; I never once 
thought of a clean Band for you, though to 


Morrow's Sunday! What would they [ay of 
you and me at Church? I won't Sleep till I 
have got one for you, and then Ill come to 


Bed to jou again. All that ever the Hus- 


band

requiſite, on Saturday Night at 12 of the 
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band could ſay, to fave her that Trouble, 


ſignify'd nothing; go ſhe would; and 
he found himſelf under the Neceſſity of 


' yielding to che Importunity of his Wife, 


who was of a notable Reſolution. She 
gets up, the Gallant makes the Signal, 


and is introduc'd into the Houle ; he 


tarried there the Time agreed upon, and 
came away ſo chagrine and melancho- 


ly for his exceſlive Charge of enjoying 
his Miſtreſs, that the very Reflection 


had like to have made him mad. It Was 


about AMidſummer, and conſequently 


Day break, ſoon after our Lover parted 


from his Lady; and as he was aſham'd 
to go home till he had been ſhav'd, and 
his Wig adjuſted, he went into a Bar- 
ber's Shop. The Barber perceiving the 


Colonel to be out of Humour, endea- 
vour'd to divert him by all the little 
Puns and Tricks he could think of. The 
Colonel ſcarce taking notice of his Wir- 
ticiſms, which did not then in the leaſt 


affect him, occaſion'd Tonſor to be very 
importunate, to get out of him what 
his Pain was. The ſenſeleſs Lover 


thinking to get a little Hearts-cafe by 


the Bargain, makes the Barber the Con- 
fident of his Amour, but without nam- 
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ing Names. Cutheard , on the other 


Hand, endeavour'd to hearten him up, 


and promiſed to keep the Secret. 


| In the Morning, when the Barber's 


Shop was full of Cuſtomers, all were 


told of this Adventure, and all laugh'd 


their Sides ſore at it. The Goldſmith, 
who was a Neighbour, and very inti- 
mate with the Barber, came likewiſe 
to be ſhav'd, and heard the Story as 
well as the reſt, and ſeem'd extreamly 
diverted with it. But tho' he laugh'd, 
'twas on the wrong ſide of his Mouth, 


for having heard all the Circumſtances 


of that fatal Intrigue, and, upon his 
return, finding the Purſe of 100 Guineas, 
as had been related, he immediately or- 
dered his Wife to dreſs herſelf in her beſt 
Cloaths, and conducted her home to 
her Parents; aſſuring them, that he was 


come to deliver their Daughter to 'em 


again ; and, that he would not keep in 
his Houſe a Work-woman, who, in a 
Night's time, could get 100 Guineas, 
by ſtarching a Band. Every Body ad- 


mir'd at the Moderation of the Gold- 
ſmith, who was divorc'd from his Wife; 


and Ballads of this Adventure were dai 
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ly ſung for ſome Time through the 


Streets of London. . 

The Colonel was (as we have ſaid 
before) a very great Gameſter at Cards, 
by which Means he won a great deal oi 
Money from the Duke of Monmouth, 
Duke of Lauderdale, and the late Duke 
of Buckingham; but one Day he was 
cunningly drawn in by Mrs. Davis, (a 
Miſtreſs to King Charles II.) who being 


viſited by this Gameſter, and entring 


into Play with him at Baſſet, ſhe pull'd 
150 Guineas out of a great Bag of Gold, 


ſaying, that as ſhe found Fortune fa- 
vour'd her in the firſt Game, ſhe would 
venture next what ſhe had ly ing by her. 
The Bulk of what was in the Bag, ſeem- 
ing to be not leſs than 14 or 1500 Gui- 
neas, the Colonel purpoſely loſt the firſt 
Game, in hopes of winning all that 
Money before he left her; but ſhe taking 

up the Stakes ſhe had won, would not 
Play any more then, becauſe, ſhe ſaid, 


ſhe never took any Diverſion in Playing 
above one Set at a Time. Panton was 


much vex'd to ſee how he was taken in 


by a Woman for 150 Guineas, but how 
to help himſelf he could not tell ; he 


took his Leave of her with an Air of 


Com-

purchaſed him an Eſtate of above 1500 l. 
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Complacency, and went to ſeek out for 


a better Adventure. Not long after he 
paid another Viſit to Mrs. Davis, with 
whom being engag d at a Game of Baſje; 
again, he placd her Back towards a 
Looking-glaſs, fo that as ſhe held her 
Cards up, he could fee what ſhe had, 
and by this Stratagem (ſtill uſed by old 
Sharpers upon young Gameſters) he 
won above 1100 J. in Gold and Silver, 
and then laugh'd at her for her Folly. 
There was no Game but what he was 
an abſolute Artiſt at, either upon the 


Square or foul Play; as at Engliſh Ruff 
and Honours, Whiſt, French Ruff, Gleek, 


L'Ombre, Lanterloo , Bankafalet, Beaſt, 


Baſſet, Brag, Picquet ; he was very dex- 


trous alſo at Verquere, Tick: tack, Grand 
Trick-track, Iriſh, and Back- Gammon ; 


which are all Games play'd within Ta- 


bles: And he was not Ignorant of Inn 
and Inn, Paſſage and Draugbts, which are 
Games play'd withour the Tables. 
Moreover, he bad great Skill at Billiards 


and Cheſs ; but above all, his chief Game 


was at Hazard, at which he got the moſt 


Money ; for in one Night, at this Play, 


he won as many thouſand Pounds as 


per 
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per Annum, „ inſomuch that he built a 
whole Street near Leiceſter-fields, Which, 
after his own Name, he called Panton. 


fireet. After this good Fortune, he had 
ſuch an Averſion againſt all manner ot 
Games, that he would never handle 
Cards nor Dice again, but liv'd very 


handiomly on Eis Winnings to his dying 
Day, which was in the Year 1681, 
This Game of Hazard has been very 
facal to many a good Gentleman, of 
which it will not be amils to give one 


Example, for the better Information of 
them who are ſo bewitch'd as to venture 
their Fortunes on the Turn of the Dice.

*HIS celebrated Sharper was born 


at Rumſey in Hampſhire, of very 
good Parents, who put him Appren- 
tice to a Chyrurgeon in London; but

Time was expired, he in a ſhort Time 
became an abſolute Rake; and burying 


his Wife in leſs than fix Months after

tenſions, either by Wit, or Birth, or 
Fortune. All that ſeem d to favour him

ſhe had upon a handſome Man, as he 
thought himſelf; and was (I mult needs 
fay) in ſome few Reſpects. 

In vain had he made uſe of his Eye 
and Billets-doux ! and ſeeing ſhe ſlighred 
the Talents, by which he thought to 
render himſelf agreeable, herefolv'd to 
have recourſe again to living upon Wo- 
men of the Town. Accordingly, he 
ſtood Bully to one Madam Criſp, who 
was in Newgate, for deſiring a Lieute- 
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nant to kill a Blackamoor for ſtealing 
| her Lap-Dog; and the Gentleman to 
| ſhew his Honour, did ſtab the Negro, 
as he was piſſing at Temple-Bar. Charles 
was firſt invited to do this great Piece of 
Bravery, but thinking it beneath ſuch a 


good Chriſtian as he was to fight an - 


| fdel, as he ſuppoſed him to be, becauſe 

he had a Collar about his Neck, Madam 
| Criſp caſt him off; ſo being obliged to

Harly acquainted with one Madam Clerk, 
who ply'd at a Coffee-houſe near the

He had not ſtood kick and cuff long 
for this Bona Roba, who danc'd incom- 
parably well, and was ſhewing her Acti- 
vity at a Muſick-Booth in Bartholomew- 
Fair, when it happen'd, that the late Earl 
of D — paſſing by the Booth, ſhe 
beckon'd to his Lordſhip, who perceiv- 
ing her to be a very pretty Woman, he 
had the Curioſity to go up, and fpeak to 
her, and finding her Diſcourſe to be 
very taking, he was eaſily perſuaded to 
enter the Place of Iniquity. As it was 
almoſt Night, his Lordſhip heard in a 
very little time, a Conſort of Organs, 
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Violins and Baſs-Viols, in the Booth, 
whither his Miſtreſs conducted his Ho- 
nour, which was ſo illuminated, that 
he began to fancy himſelf in a Popiſh 
Chapel. Among abundance of Dam-

ſo contrary and derogatory to her Birth. 
In a Word, his Lordſhip found the Cour 
tezan ſo agreeable, that he promis'd to 
come and ſee her again the next Day. 
I muſt ſhew you then, ſaid ſhe, where 
I live, which is hard-by ; but as for this 
Place, Jam only here by Chance. There- 
upon his Lordſhip paid for what they 
had call'd in, which was about a Gui- 
nea, and went with her, to ſee where 

Be he 
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ſhe lodg'd. Nor was it far from the 
Place where he met her, as being but 
in Hoſier- lane in Smithfield. Being come 
to the Door, ſhe preſs'd the Earl to go 
in, for one Moment, which he unfor- 
tunately agreed to. His Lordſhip 
found the Rooms very handſomly fur- 
niſh'd, and, therefore made no Scru- 


ple to attend her to her Chamber, 


where there was a good Fire. As ſoon 


as he had enter'd the Room, ſhe defir'd 


him to fit down, and order'd the Maid 
to bring up a Bottle of Wine, ſaying, 
his Lordſhip ſhould taſt her Champagne. 


Far from ſuppoſing himſelf in the leaſt 


Danger, his Honour was as eaſie as 


poſſible in that treacherous Strumpet's 


Company, when, all of a ſudden, he 
heard, in the next Chamber to that 


which he and ſhe were in, a kind of 
confus'd Noiſe of Mens and Womens 


Voices together. Asking what could 
be the matter, Madam Clerk reply'd, 
that it was only two Gentlewomen that 
lodg'd with her; and that as for the 
Men, ſhe ſuppos'd they were ſome 
Friends come to ſee them. But alas! 
how far was this from Truth! and what 
a dreadful Danger did incur in that ex- 
| 3 5 ecrable 
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: ecrable Houſe ! His Lordfhip never 


made a narrower Eſcape in his Lite, 


than thence ; for, ſoon after he had 
ask'd that She. Devil, what Men they 
. were, Charles Eaton with 4 or F other 
| Ruffians, diſguis'd in Seamens Habits, 
enter'd the Chamber; and Charles com- 
ing firſt up to his Lordſhip, ask d him, 


but in a very ſurly Tone, What he did 


there ? The Earl anſwerd him, tremb- 
Jing, that he came thither, only becauſe 


Fhax Gentlewoman had invited him to walk 
in; and turning himſelf towards Ma- 


dam Clerł, to deſire her to witneſs what 
He ſaid to be true, ſhe had given him 
the lip, and was gone. This con- 


vinc'd his Lordſhip that he -was be- 
rray'd, and that it now only remain'd 


for him to recommend himſelf to God, 
and beſeech him to deliver him out ot 
the Hands of thoſe Villains; and as in 


his extream Confuſion, he cry'd out 


aloud, O m God ! quoth Charles Eaton 


to his Lordſhip, with an Air of Inſo- 


lence, this is not a Place for thee to ſay 
thy Prayers in; thou ſhouldſt have done 


— 


that before thou hadſt come hither, 
that he might have kept thee away; 


but now chat we haye thee here, we 


ſhatl 


e frages butt cnond fold Ax fanned gud - a

ſhall make thee pay ſufficient Import 


before thou art Exported. With that 
all the Villains fell upon his Lordſhip, 
ſome taksng him by the Hands, others 
by the Feet, and began to itrip his 
| Honour. When he was ſtark naked as 
| ever he was born, they bound him in a 


Chair, and Charles making a Signal to 


| the reſt, out pulls each of them a butch- 
erly Knife. At that horrid Sight, his 

| Lordſhip cry'd out as loud as he could 
baul, but all to no purpoſe, for blind- 
folding, gagging and tying his Hands 
behind him, they carried away his 
| Cloaths; a Gold Watch, and a Purſe, in 
which was 80 Guineas, and never any 
| of 'em came to that Place again. 


A little after this villanous Tranſacti- 


on, Madam Clerk dying of the Pox in 


the Hoſpital at Kingſland, this notorious 


Fellow liſted himſelf in Colonel Bra- 


dock's Company in the Second Regi- 
ment of Foot-Guards, commanded then 


by the honourable Lord Cutis; but his 


Pay being not ſufficient ro maintain 
him, he gave it his Officer, that he 
might have the Liberty of being Duty- 


free, and ſo going about the Town _ 


with Luck in a Bag, in company with 
4 2 „ 
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Tom Flack, Ned Dalton, Toſeph Fobnſon, 


Jaac Peterſon, Fack Neeves, Tom Gan- 


them, Humphry Fackſon, Fach Hawkins, 
Solomon Veſey, a Poulterer formerly in 
Clare- Market, and other Sharpers up- 


on that cheating Lay, Cups and Balls, 
Buckle and Thong, and Preaching the 


Parſon, he got a great deal of Money; 
but being alſo a great Gameſter at 
Cards, he bit a great many People of 


very conſiderable Sums, by letting them 
Shuffle the Cards as long as they pleaſe, 
and he would cut to a certain Card 
pitch'd on, as the Ace of Clubs, King 
of Diamonds, Queen of Hearts, or 
Knave of Spades, of which he would 


never miſs, becauſe a fine nine: ſize 


Needle being run into the edges of one 


of the Cards, ſo that the Head there- 


of was but juſt out, whenever he cut, 
he felt for the aforeſald Needle, and 


then turn'd up the Card which he laid 
on. „% rp Th 


Beſides, Charles Eaton being in his 


time the beſt Dancer in England for the 
Dance call'd Cheſhirc- Rounds, he did not 


only get a great deal of Money by 


Dancing in the mot noted Muſick- 
Houles about Town, bur allo in the 


Theatres 
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Theatres in Dorſet-Guarden and Drury- 


Lane; for which he was accounted fo 


famous, that he was honour'd with hav- 


ing his Name inſerted in the Play-Houſe 
Bills, whenever he was to make any 
Performance in that kind. However, 


his Extravagacy exceeding the Gains of 


any of his Projects, he was very much 


in Debt, for which he was often Ar- 


reſted, and many times ſent to Gaol ; 


inſomuch that being quite reduced to 
a very low Condition, by being often 
in Trouble, he choſe at laſt to go over, 


with a Detachment drawn out of tha 
Second Regiment of Foot-Guards, to 


Flanders ; there he ſet up a Pais-Bank, 


and picking up ſome Moncy, was di- 
ſpoſed to leave the Army by Deſertion. 
Accordingly he ran away from his Co- 
lours ; but being apprehended at Rot- 
terlam, he was Carried back to Ghent, 
where being confin'd for ncar four 


a. 


Months, with no other Subſiſtence than 


Bread and Water, unleis he had where- 


withal to ſupply himſelf with better 


Diet, he was then try'd by a Court- 
Marſhal, and being condemn'd, was 


Shot in 1702, aged 34 Years. 
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Aon ſieur SHEVALIER, 
Captain of the Grenadiers in 
the firſt Regiment of Toot— 
Guards, 22 | 


* HIS Perſon was born of pretty 
X wealthy Parents, living at Wan, 
an inland Town, ſituated in that Part 
of France call'd Upper Normandy. In his 
younger Years he was Page to the 


_ Dutcheſs of Orleans, but growing too 


big for that Service, he was reſolv'd to 
ſeek his Fortune abroad, and according- 
0 came to England, where his French 
Smirks and Spaniſh Shrugs recommen- 
ded him to the Favour of ſome Perſons 
of Quality, who are too apt to prefer 
a Foreigner before one of their own 
Coutry, he became an Enſign in the 
firſt Regiment of Foot-Guards ; but 
his Pay being not ſufficient to maintain 
him; he was obliged to become a 
Gameſter, whereby, after he had learnt 
the Sharping Part of Play, he got ſuch 
8 e | 
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an Income as could keep an Equipags 
much above his Station. 


Being one Day at the Groom-Porters, 
he was ſo fortunate as to win above 
2300 Guineas of ſeveral Noblemen, all 
whom I could name, but that it is not 


neceſſary. Among theſe Bubbles, who 
had the Maisfortune to fall into his 


Hands, was a certain Perſon, who had 


loſt a larger Sum of Money than ſuited 


with his Conveniency to pay preſently. 


The Nobleman ask'd Time; in the 


granting of which, after a very courte- 


ous manner, Shevalier ſhew'd himſelf fo 
obliging, that the other, about a Fort- 
night after, to let him fee that he had 
taken notice of his Civility, and 


thought himſelf beholden to him, came 


one Morning to Shevalier, and told 
him that he had a Company of Foot is 


difpoſe of ; if it was worth his while, it 


ſhould be at his Service. Never was 
Proffer more acceptable to Shewalier than 


this: With a thouſand Proteſtations, as 


we may ſuppoſe, of being his Lord- 
ſhip's moſt humble and devored Ser- 
vant for ever, he ſtruck the Iron whilſt 
it was hot; and with Gratitude in his 


Countenance, laying hoid of the Op- 


EI - -portunity.;:-. - 
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portunity, he had his Commiſſion ſign d 
the next Day. 

One might wonder, ſince Shevalier 
had found out ſo beneficial a Calling as 

Gaming, he ſhould be ſo over-joy'd at 

this Preferment, for fear that one Day 

or other it would draw him from 


Court, where his Pleaſure as Well as 


his Livelihood lay; but it ſeems his 
Captainſhip fell to him in time of 
Peace, andwhen Officers did what they 
pleas d: Beſides, it was an admirable 
Cloak to ſhelter under. Shevalier un- 
derſtooc the World entirely well; he 


knew that a Man of no Employ, or 


any viſible Income, that appears and 
lives like a Gentleman, and makes Gam- 
ing his conſtant Buſineſs, is always ſuſ- 
pected of not playing for Divertion 
only; and, in ſhort, of knowing and 


practiſing more than he ſhould do. He 


likewiſe foreſaw, that his Gains would 
nct be always the ſame ; it was poſſible 
he miglit be found out; or, if not, by 


fleecing great Numbers, every Body 


would ſhun him in Time. 


Shevalier was very glad of having 


this certainty to truſt to; and truly he 
forgot nothing of What by falſe Mu- 


ſters, 
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err, or | robbing his Men, could: be 
ſqueez'd out of his Company ; and 
now, being perpetually us'd to Noiſe 
and great Company, he thought it 
Death to be in a Place where here 
ſhould be no Gaming, which brought 
the moſt Griſt to his Mill. But one 
time he won 20 Guineas of mad Ople 
the Life-guad Man; who underſtand- 


ing this French Officer had bit him, 


call'd him to an Account, demanding 
either his Money back, or Satisfaction 


in the Field: Shevalier having always 
Courage SOUR. to maintan what he 


did, choſe the latter ; however, tho' 
Ogle fought him in Hyde-Park in his 
Jack. Boots, yet was he 10 ſucceſsful as 
:0 wound his Antagoniſt through the 
Sword-Arm, and obtain his Money 
again. After this they were always 
900d Friends, and very great Cronies 
together; playing (as being both arch 


Sparks) ſeveral comical Tricks, one of 
which being very remarkable, tale an 


Account thereof as follows. 
Shevalicr and Ogle meeting one Day 


in Fleet ſtreet, they juitled for the Wai), 


which they ſtrove to take of each o- 
ther; Where upon Words ariſing be- 


tween 
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tween 'em, they drew their Swords, and 


 puſh'd very hard at one another; but be- 


ing prevented by the great Croud which 
was gather'd about em from doing any 


miſchi:f, Ogle ſeeming {till to reſent 


the Affront, he cry'd to Shewvalier, If 
yon area Gentleman, pray follow me. The 
French Hero accepted the Challenge, ſo 


going together up Bell-yard and through 
Lincoln:-Imn, with ſome hundreds of 


the Mob ar their heels, as ſoon as the 
two ſeeming Adverſaries were got into 
Lincolns- Inn-Fields,. they both fella run- 


ning as faſt as they could, with their 


Swords drawn, up. towards the Lord 
Piiss Houſe, which was then build- 
ing, and leapt into a Saw- Pit. The 
Rabble preſently ran after them, to 
part em again, and fear'd Miſchief 


would be done before they ſhould get 


up to 'em; but when they were ar- 


riv'd at the Saw-Pit, they ſaw Sa- 
valier got to one end of it, and 
Ogle to the other, with their Breeches 


both down a Sing together as 


lovingly as if they had never fell 


out at all. But the Mob was ſo in- 


cenſed at this Trick put upon em, that 
had not ſome Gentlemen accidentally 


came 
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came by, who knew SHewalier and Ogle, 
they (but by their Entreaty) had 


knock'd 'em both on the Head with 


Brick-bats. 


Shevalier had an excellent knack at 
cogging a Die, and ſuch a command 


in the throwing, that chalking a Cir- 


cle on a Table, with its Circumference 
no bigger than a Shilling, he would at 


Dice exactly into it, which ſhould be 


either Ace, Deuce, Trey, or what he 
pleas d. Although the right honourable 
eAubre de Vere, the late Earl of Oxford, 
was A great Gameſter, and often in a 
Morning ſtanding an Hour or two in 


his Shirt, throwing a Main for a ſuppo- 
ſed Friend, and a Chance for himſelf, he 


would, according to the Succeſs of this 
way of experiencing his ſole Pleaſure 
and Delight, go preſently tothe Groom- 
Porters with hopes of good Euck on his 
ſide, yet would Monſieur Shevalier by. 
his Dexterity at Dice convince his Lord- 
ſhip, that no certainty relies on the 
good Succeſs. which may - accrue to a2 


rerfon that plays in Jeſt by himſelt : 


for he always beat the Earl, from

Count 
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Count CO NIN GSM ARK. 


was born at Dreſden, the Antient 
Seat of the Dukes of Saxony, ſtanding 
in the Country of Miſnia, and contains 
in Compaſs about the Walls, the Cir- 
cuit of tWo Engliſh Miles. Of fix Sons, 
he was the youngeſt Brother ; but it 
being the Cuſtom of that Country to 


Call all che Sons, though ever ſo many, 


by che Title enjoy d by the Father, he 
aſſum'd the Dignity of a Count where- 
ever he went; but ofrentimes wanting, 


Money to ſupport that Character, he 


gam d very much to maintain his Gran- 
deur, and won a great many Thou- 


ſand Pounds beyond Sea, eſpecially of _ 


the Duke of Monmouth, when he was 
General of the Engliſh Forces at the 
Siege of Maeſtricht. 


From him he got 2500 5 and 
Piſtoles in one Night, at the Play of 


Hazard or Dice; moreover, he was 


an excellent Gameſter ac Cards, as too 


many Perſons of the higheſt Rank 
tound to their Colt, when he came 


into 


Harles Fohy, Count Coningſmark, 
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into England ; where, for his being a 
very handſome Man, of a good Shape 
and Mien, he found a favourable Ac- 
ceptance among ſome Ladies at Court ; 
though his acquired Parts were 
not extraordinary, yet his natural ones 


were none of the leaſt, and which 
were much improv'd by his Travels 


through Holland, France, Spain and 
lraly, in which laſt Country he arriv'd 
to the Greatneſs of a General in the 


Venetian Army. After his Arrival in 


the Metropolis of this Ifland, he was 
2 cenſtant Viſiter of the Dutcheſs of 


Mazarine, at whoſe Lodgings there. 


being perpetual Gaming, this Foreign 


Count pick'd up a good Livelihood; 


for having been among Sharpers abroad, 
he had learnt the ſharping Part of Play 


himſelf, by which Means he kept a 


very handſome Equipage, and liv'd in 
Splendor upon other Men's Loſſes, 
whoſe covetous Diſpoſition will not 


let them ſee their Folly, which many 


times proves their utter Ruin. I think 
the incomparable Ben. Fohnſon, in his 
excellent Comedy, call'd The Alchymiſt, 
hath truly touch'd on ſuch unhappy 


miſerable Perſons ; where, in the fourth 
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Act, introducing all the cheated Peo- 
ple, oppoſing the Man that would 
open their Eyes, he ſhews Covetoul- 
neſs the Motive of the Actions of the 
Puritan, the Epicure, the Gameſter, and 
the Trader, whoſe Endeavours, how 
differently ſoever they ſeem to tend, 
center only in that one Point of Gain, 
It is the greateſt Madneſs in the World, 
for a Nobleman to ſtake his Honour 
and Riches, againſt Diſhonour and Po- 
verty ; however, he's ſo intoxicated 
with the vain Recreation of Dice and 
Cards, as to venture Diſtinction againſt 
Infamy, and Abundance againſt Want; 
in a Word, all that's deſirable, againſt 
all that's to be avoided. Moreover, 
how often does it fall out, to ſee a 
common Sharper in Competition with 
a Gentleman of the firſt Rank; though 
all Mankind is convinced, that a fight- 
ing Gameſter is only x Pickpocket, 
with the Courage of a Highway-man. 
Thus one cannot with any Patience 

reflect on the unaccountable Jumble of 

Perſons and Things in this Town and 
Nation, which occaſions very frequent- 


_ by, that a brave Man falls by a Hand 
below that of the common Rue n

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and yet his Executioner eſcapes the 
Clutches of the other. b 


Now Count Coningſinarꝶ, by his good 


Fortune generally at Play, and a Main- 


tenance from ſeveral Women of Qua- 
lity, making a very conſiderable Figure 


in his own Perſon and Retinue, his 
Arrogance prompted him to court the 


Lady Ogle, the Daughter of the Earl 
of Northumberland, who being a great 
Heireſs, wanted not many Suitors : 
among whom was Thomas Thynn, Eſq; 
worth Ten Thouſand Pounds per An- 
num, and who, by her Friends Con- 
ſent, obtain'd her Ladiſhip for his 
Wife; and our Count being thus fru- 


ſtrated in his Aim, it may be reaſon- 


ably ſuppos'd to revenge the Loſs of 


this great Fortune, he contriv'd the 


Murder of that unfortunate Gentle- 
man, the Manner whereof take as fol- 


lows. 


On Sunday, the 12th' of February, 
1681, about a Quarter after Eight at 
Night, the aforeſaid Thomas Thynn, Eſq; 
coming up St. Fames's-Street, from the 


Counteſs of Northumberland's Houle, 


at the lower End of St. Alban s. ſtreet, 
Captain Chriſtopher Uratz, à German; 


Lieute- 
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Lieutenant John Stern, another Ger- 
man; and Charles George Boroski, à 
Polander, ſtopping his Coach, they 
fired a Blunderbuſs therein, and ſhot 
in Four Bullets, which entring his Bo- 
dy, tore his Guts, wounded his Liver, 


and Stomach, and Gall, broke one of 


his Ribs, and wounded the great Bone 
below, of which Wounds he died the 


next Day; ; when the Three Aſſaſſines 


being apprehended, and committed to 


Newgate, as alſo Count Conagmark, 
they came on their Trial before the 
Lord Chief. Juſtice Pemberton, at the 


Old- Bailey, on Tueſday, the 28th of 
February following. Boroski ond that 
he fired the Blunderbuſs, but did not 


know how many Bullets there were, 


becauſe he did not charge it, but he 
could tell who did : However, the 
Lord Chief-Juſtice f: aid, that would not 


be material, becauſe his Evidence could 


charge no body but himſelf. Captain 
Uratz, confeſs'd, that he came into 
England with a Deſign to fight Squire 
Tyynn, having ſent him Challenges by 
Poſt from Holland, for ſpeaking ill of 
. Count Coningſmark, ( who: was his 
Friend | and of himſelf, at Rm 
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and that he could never receive Satiſ- 
faction, and therefore he came to force

moſt ſtifling him with Kiſſes, and Be- 
dewing his Checks with Tears, in- 


treated him to riſe, and call a Midwife.

Now Teague being much jeer'd in the

fledg'd, that he could run about with 
out a Rowler, Leading-Strings, or 1 


oe-Cart, but the Counteſs of Galway, 


paſling by his Father's Door in he: 
Coach, and eying him narrowly, was 
_ mightily taken with his Phyſiogmony, 
and pretty manner of tatling, to hi 
diminutive Play-fellows ; whereupon 
the demanded whoſe pretty Boy he 


Was;

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was; and having got out of him who 


his Father and Mother were, and under. 
itood, by his pointing to the Houſe, 
the Place of their Abode, ſhe order'd 
her Coach to drive nearer to the 
Door; his Father and Mother happen- 
ing to be at Home, wonder'd what 
great Viſitant this might be; but more, 
when they ſaw her hugging their hope- 
ful Iſſue in her Arms. They accoſted 
her with what Complements, on a 
ſudden, bolted into their Heads; and 
ſhe return'd them ſuitable Civilities :

ponents too crabbed to be overcome; 
which unhappy Conteits, frequentiy 
ended in moſt cruel Flagellations, that 
made him but the more ſtubborn and 
Regardleſs, though he Plow'd and Fur- 
row'd his Buttocks, till they carried tho 
Marks and Characters of all Languages 
on em.

Our young Scholar, to divert the

. Counteſs dying, his Lord went Be— 


yond-Sea, and took Patrick along with 


him through France, Spain, Italy, Ger- 


any, and ſo over all Europe; and fo 
well had this Sharper improv'd himſelf 


in his Travels with his Maſter, that in 


ſeven Years he could very fluently 
tpeak moſt European Languages; when 
his Lord returning into Ireland, died 


Toon after. Now Patrick being out of 
Employment, and being very expert in 
all manner of Games, cither on the 
Cards or Dice, he one Night won Tuo 


Hundred and Fifty Pounds at Dublin;

brew, the Spzech of the unbelieving 
fabi; and Arabic, the Tongue where. 
in the blaſphemous Alcoran of Mabomet 
iz Written: He only alledged he was 
inſpired with an Underſtanding in all 
Cbriſtian Tongues, for a Converſion ot 
8 to be all Quakers ; but one Gen- 
tleman bringing him a %elſh Bible to 
tranſlate, Patrick knowing nothing of 
taat guttural Tongue, his Inſpiration 
was confuted ; which making Patrick 
aſnam'd, he pack'd up his Awls, and 
went away with Three Thouſand Eight 
Hundred Pounds, which the Owuakers 
had gather'd to preſent this ſuppoſed 
Prophet.

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without a fine Coat, and a gaudy Equi- 
page, which has got him Admittance 
into the beſt of Company, by whom 
he hath been careſs'd to a very high 

Degree. After which, he made a Tour 

to the Court of Fance, and appear d 
at Verſails in a very rich Attire, at- 
tended with an Equipage of half a Do- 
zen Servants; where he perſonated the 
Earl of Donnegal, and acted Quality in 
Diſguiſe with ſuch an Air, and grace- 


ful Decotum, that all who had any 


_ Converſation with him took him for 
no other than a Nobleman. Here he 
kept no leſs Company than Dukes, 
Marquifles, and Earls, and had the 
Honour to be introduced by the Duke 
of Berwick, into the Preſence of the 
French King, whole Hand he had the 
Honour to kils. Now becoming in- 
timately acquainted with the chief of 
_ the French Nobility of both Sexes, who 
knew not that ſharping and cheating 
was his Trade, by which he liv'd in 
great Splendor and Luxury ; he often 
play d with them at Piquet, I Ombre, 

or Baſſet; at which being very dextrous 
in Palming, Slipping, or Bending the 


Cards, he won in leſs than ſix Months, 


above 
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One Thouſand One Hundred Piſtoles 
from the Pretender, more from the 
Duke of Berwick, the Duke of Vendo/me, 


| the Mareſchal Villeroy, and Mareſchal 
| Villars, In ſuch Repute was he among 
the Nobility, that having the Honour 
once of playing with his Moſt Chriſtian 
Majeſty, he won of him in one Night, 
| Fourteen Thouſand P:ifoles, Thus we 
| may fee, that this Vice of exceſſive 


Gaming, 1s as frequent in that Nation, 
as in England; where a Foot-man ſhall 


play with a Marquis, or an Earl; a 
| Black- Guard-Boy with a Dutcheſs ; 


Barbers, Pedlars, Tinkers, Taylors, 


and Oſtlers, with Generals, Brigadiers, 
and Colonels of the Army. A wiſe 


Man would ſcarce believe there ſhould 
be in this Kingdom of Great-Britain, 


| ſuch a Fool in Nature, as a Perſon of 
| Quality that puts himſelf upon the Level _ 


with one, that he knows makes Ga- 


ming his Livelihood, as he mult do, if 


he condeſcends to play with him for 


Money; yet this is Matter of Fact, and 


every Day produces a Thouſand Inſtan- 
ces of it; for new-invented Games at 
this Time, notwithſtanding the Law 
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that was lately made to prevent em, 
are grown more numerous, and bare- 
"Tac a thay e,, 0 

Alfter this Succeſs, not holding it 
convenient to ſtay longer at the Court 
of France, he went incegnito into Italy, 
where paſſing for the Viſcount Dillon 
of Coſtello, he ſoon ingratiated himſelf 
among Perſons of Diſtinction, with 
whom he often play'd, and won a 
great deal of Money at Billiards, a 
Game which had its firſt Original in 
Italy; and for the Excellency of the 


Recreation, is of late Years much ap- 


prov'd of, and play'd by moſt Nations 
in Europe, eſpecially in England, there 
being few Towns of Note in this 
Kingdom, which hath not a Publick 
Billiard. Table. In one Night he won 
Fifteen Thouſand Pounds at L' Ombre 
of the Duke of Venice; but miſtruſting 
his being a conſtant Winner, might 
bring him into Suſpicion amongſt the 
calttious Venetians, he declin'd playing 
in their Territories for the preſent, 
_ unleſs it was for ſuch a {mall Sum, that 
| he-car'd not whether he loſt or won. 
From thence therefore he went to 
| Naples, where lighting in Company 
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the Bank, having the firſt and laſt Card 
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with a rich Je, that was a great Ban- 
ker; he attack d him at Bankafalet, (a 
Game on the Cards, which muſt be 
cut into as many Heaps as there are 
Players, or more, it you pleaſe, and 
every Man lays as much Money on his 
Card as he thinks fit, or on the Super- 


numerary Heaps) at which he won in 


lefs than four Hours, above Three Thou- 


ſand Nine Hundred Dacatoons, by his 
Dexterity on the Cards; for at this 


Game the Cheat lies in ſecuring an 
Ace in the Sleeve, or Boſom, or on 
the Hat, or any other ſure winning 
Card; or if you mark the Cards afore- 


hand, fo as to know them by the Back- 
fide, you know accordingly how to 

make your Advantage. - ©. 
© He was alſo very expert at Beaſt, or 


the Game on the Cards, call'd La Ber 


by the French; and at that other French 
Game, call'd Bafſer, winch in its Na- 


ture is not much unlike our late Royal- 
Oak-Lottery ; for as that, by the Lot- 
tery- Man's having five Figures in two 


and thirty for himſelf, muſt be a conſi- 
derable Profit to him in length of 


Time; ſo here the Dealer, that keeps 


at 


/ 
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at his own Diſpoſal, and other conſi- 
derable Priviledges in the Dealing the 


Cards, has ( without doubt ) a greater 
Proſpe& of Gaming, than thoſe that 
play. This was a Truth fo acknow- 


ledg'd in France, that the King made a 
Publick Edict, that the Priviledge of a 
Talliere, or one that keeps the Bank 
at Baſſet, ſhould only be allowd to 
principal Cadets, or Sons of great Fa- 
milies ; ſuppoſing, that whoever was 


ſo befriended, as to be admitted to 
keep the Bank, muſt naturally, in 


4 very ſhort Time, become Poſſeſ- 
for of a conſiderable Eſtate. But 


ſtill Patrick Hurley acting the Part of 


a Nobleman, he travelld with his Re- 
tinue into Hollaud, where paſling for 


an lriþ Perſon of Quality at the 


Hague, by his cunning Inſinuations of 
Generoſity, and outward Splendor 
among the Dutch, he obtain'd ſo much 
Favour among them, as to borrow 
Ten Thouſand Pounds of the Bank 
of Amſterdam, which he carried clear 
off the Ground, without ever coming 


to Strangers.

to an Account for their unuſual Civility 
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| Notwithſtanding theſe ſeveral vaſt 


Sums, his way of Living being very 
extravagant, in fine Coaches, Chariots, 
and Calaſhes, rich Liveries, and extra- 
ordinary Wages to his pretended Foot- 
men, high Eating and Drinking, very 
chargeable Lodgings, and rich Appa- 


rel for his own Uſe, he could ſcarce 


keep Buckle and Thong together; 
beſides, being a great Cully to the Fair 
Sex, he hath often thrown a Thou- 
ſand or Two of Pounds on a Woman, 
for no other Converſation than a 


Month or ſix Weeks. Thus being ſome- 
times reduced to great Straits, he had 


no other way of raiſing his Fortune,

Ile plays very well at Brag, which 
Game being the main Thing by which 
the ſecond Stake is to be won by the 
Ingenuity of its Management, it takes 
from thence its Name; for you are to 
endeavour to impoſe upon the Judg- 
ment of the reit that play, and parti- 
cularly on the Perſon that chiefly of- 
fers to oppoſe you, by boaſting of 
Cards in your Hand, that are better 
than his or hers that plays againſt you, 
Thus it is to be obſerv'd, that the wit- 
ty ordering of this Brag is the molt 
pleaſant part of this Game; for thoſe,

ſo called from the Silence that is to 
be obſery'd at it, he hath us'd ſiniſter 
Practices, in diſcovering to his Partner 
what Honours he hath in his Hand, 


by winking, or uſing ſome other 


Motion, as, the wink of one Eye, or 
putting one Finger on the Noſe, or 
Table, ſignifies one Honour; ſhutting 


gers, or four, on the Table, three or 


four Honours.

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the top in the bottom, but himbly place 
it where it was before. If they would 
ſecure Honours to themſelves when 
Dealing, they then place ſo many as 

they can get upon their Lap, or other 
Place undiſcerned ; and after the Card: 
are cut, then clap them very neatiy 
under. But the cleaneſt rooking Way 
is by the Breef'; that is, take a Pack ot 
Cards and open them, then take out al 
the Honours, that is to ſay, the four 
Aces, Kings, Queens and Knaves, then 
take the reſt, and cut a little from the 
_ Edges of them all alike, by which 
Means the Honours will be broader 
than the reſt ; ſo that when your Ad- 
verſary cuts to you, you are certain of 
an Honour; when yon cut to your 
Adverſary, cut at the Ends, and then it 
is a Chance if you cut him an IIo- 
nour, becauſe the Cards at the Ends 
are all of a Length; thus you may 
make Breefs End-ways, as well as Side- 
ways. All your cunning Sharpers in 
the City of London, and Court-end of 
the Town, before they go to Play, will 
plant half a Dozen of theſe Packs, 
(nay, ſometimes half a Score) in the 
Hands of a Drawer, and, to avoid 

5 ee being 
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being ſuſpected, will call to their Con- 


federate-Drawer, for a freſh Pack of 
Cards, who brings em as from a Shop 


new; and ſome of theſe Packs ſhall be 0 
jo finely mark d, whereby the Game- 


ſter ſhall plainly and certainly know 
every Card therein contain'd, by the 
outſide, although the beſt of Eyes ſhall 


not diſcern whether any Mark was. 
made at all; and this is done with 
that Variety, that every Card of every 
Suit, ſhall have a different diſtinguiſh- 


ing Mark. Some have a way to flick 
with a Slick-ſtone, all the Honours 


very ſmooth, by which Means he will 


be ſure to cut his Partner an Honour, 


and fo his Partner to him again; and 
that is done by laying a Fore-finger on 
the top of the Pack indifferent hard, 


and giving a flurring Jerk to the 


reſt, which will flip off from the ſlickd 


Card. 


Though no Man was ever better qua- 
lified for a Gameſter than Hurley, and 


though by his Luck and Skill, he has 
won above One Hundred Thouſand 


Pounds at Cards and Dice, yet did his 


great Winnings thrive ſo little with 


him, that he hath often been forced 
3 5 
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to have Recourſe to Che ating in other 


Ways, in which he has been no less 
famous than the other, as may appear 
by what follows: 


The firſt Seſſion of the laſt Parli; a. 


ment, Anno 1710, he (being then a 
Faggot in Colonel Charters Company, 

-- IM the Foot-Guards, ) had Recourie to 
one Mr. 7eſeph Billers, ( who was or- 
der'd to attend the Committee, ap- 
pointed to enquire into the falſe Mu- 
ſters, and other Abuſes committed by 
the Officers of the ſaid Guards, ) to 

whom he make ſuch Diſcoveries, and 
afterwards managed his Part ſo well 
before the Houſe of Commons, that he 
got the Applauſe of all thoſe that knew 
that. Aﬀair, and even a Vote in his Be- 
half, ( wich four or five more ) for their 


Diſcharge from the Service, and an 
Addreſs to the Queen that they {hould 


not be Impreſt, &. Upon this Ma- 
nagement, and other fine Stories, he 
was made very Welcome by Mr. Billers 
and his Friends, amongſt whom he got 
acquainted with one Mr. Thamas 
Cote bet, who had then left Trade, and 
had Money to diſpoſe of; and Hurley 
finding by his Diſcourſe, that Mr.

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Cotchet aim'd at a Genteel Poſt, pre- 
" MW tended to have found out one for 
bim, which, as he ſaid, was a Recei- 
ver of the Cuſtoms of the Port of 
Briſtol; and that he (viz. Hurley, 
had a conſiderable Intereſt with the 
Lady Maſſam, and would feel her Pulſe 
on that Subject. Mr. Corchet found 
the Story ſo agreeable to his Inclina- 
tions, that he readily equipt Mr. Hur- 
ley with Contingent-Money, and for 
a few Weeks after with Treats, till he 
bad brought the Matter to bear, in the 
following Manner. The Lady cMaf- 
0 ſam was to have a Preſent of Three 
LY Hundred and Fifty Guineas for her 
e good Services, in procuring the Privy- 
Deal for the Lord-Keeper to paſs a 
patent under the Great-Seal, to Eſta- 
r bliſh Mr. Cotchet at Briſtol, and this to 
be ated with all the Secrecy imagi- 
d nable. Mr. Cotchet having got his 
Three Hundred and Fifty Guineas rea- 
© | dy, in Bank and Goldimith's Notes, 
„Hurley appointed the Day that the La- 
TY dy Haſſam would deliver to Mr. Cot- 
s Bl chert's Agent, (Mr. Joſ. Holding, then 
da Servant to Mr. Billers,) a full Power 
eo the Lord Keeper for paſling the Pa- 
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tent; and that, purſuant to what had 
been agreed upon, ſhe would, on ſuch 
a Day, cake the Air in Kenſington-

| Gardens, and then he would be there, 


to uſher her out of the Coach; after 
which, Mr. Holding ſhould, at a Di- 
ſtance, follow her, and when ſhe had

| below-Scarf. Theſe Matters being ad- 


juſted, and a Houſe at Ken/ington being 
appointed for a good Dinner, Gs. 
after Dinner, Hurley asked Mr. Cotchett 
whether every Thing was ready on his 
Part? Cotcheet anſwer'd Yes. Soon af- 
ter which, a Gentleman came in 2 
Coach, and ask'd for Mr. Hurley, who 


went down to him, and after having 


talk'd a little Time, return'd to his 
Company, and ask d Mr. Corchett in 
what Nature he was ready ? for that 
a Gentleman had been that Minute 
with him from the Lady Maſſam. 


Cotebet anſwerd, he had the Sum 


in Bank-Notes. Says Hurley, fo J told 


him, (i. e. the Gentleman in the 
Coach) but he huff de me, and ſaid, 


Sure, Mr. Hurley had not made my Lad) 
fo mean, as fo trade with Cits with their

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Paultry Notes. Upon the Debate, it 


was order'd that Mr. Holding ſhould im- 


mediately take the Notes, and away 
by Coach to St. Famess-Park, from 
thence to Yhite-Hall, and fo by Wa- 
ter, in a four Oar-Boat, and bring Gold 
to the ſame Value; with a Caution 
to buy a handſome large Green Purſe, 
to put it in; all which Mr. Holding 
effected with all the Expedition ima- 
ginable ; and when he came into the 
Room, and ſhew'd the Gold in the 
Purſe, Mr. Hurley ſaid, that it muſt be 
made up firm in a Sheet of white.

away to the Lord. Keeper's immediately, 


and hell paſs the Patent. Mr. Holding, 


with a very low Bow, took the Packet 


and went off, but Mr. Hurley waited til! 
the pretended Lady Maſham's Return, 


which ſhe did in a little Time, and he 
handed her into the Coach, bow, 

and then turn'd to Mr. Holding, and 
_ congratulated him upon the Succeſs of 


his Friend ; after which, full of Joy, 


they went to their Company, paid 
the Reckoning, and poſted away to 
the Lord Keeper'ss When they came 


to the Door, Hurley ſtep'd out of the 


Coach, and ſpoke to a Gentleman ve- 
ry well Dreſt; and then returning in- 


to the Coach, he told Mr. Corchet thut 
my Lord was buſie, but in about two 


Hours he would be at Leaſure; where- 


upon they went to a Tavern hard 


by, and ſtaid: after the two Hour: 
Were expired, a Meſſenger was ſent to 
know whether my Lord's Company 
was gone; Anſwer was brought mo. 


The ſame Meſſage and Anſwer was 


repeated three times, and then Mr. Hun- 
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ley ſaid, it would be to no purpole to

much Money about her, quoth Hurley iſ

Lodgings in Hatton-Garden, and if you | 
Pleaſe to go along with me thither, Iwil | 
pay you in ready Specie for the Lace, which 
you muſt leave here. Accordingly the 
Lace-woman leaving her Lace behind 
Her, they took Coach, which Huriey 
me 1 
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ordering to ſtop at Symonds-Inn Coffee- 
houſe in Chancery-lane, quoth he, Ma- 


dam, Ill but juſt ſtep in here to ſpeak to 
my Lawyer about ſome earneſt Buſineſs, 


and Ill wait on you again in an inſtant: 


So ſtepping out of the Coach into the 


Coffee-Room, and coming not out in 
above half an Hour, the Lace-woman 
{ent in the Coachman to enquire for 
him, but no ſuch Perſon being there 


(for he had ſlipt out at the back Door) 
ſhe rid preſently back to Palace- yard, 


from whence the Birds were all flown: 

However, accidentally meeting Patrick 
Hurley in the Meuſe about a Week after, 
ſhe had him apprehended, and com- 
mitted to Newgate ; then being con- 
victed for a Cheat at Juſtice-Hall in the 
Old Bailey, he was ſent down to old 
Bridewell by Fleet- Pitch, there to receive 
the Correction of the Houſe, and be 
kept at hard Labour for a Year: But 


from thence he found Means to e- 


icape, and has not ſince been heard of. 
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Captain J a Gameſter. 


F\Aptain H— was the only Son of 
Na bparſon, who had a Benifice at 
Newark upon Trent in Nottinghamſhire, 
where he was born, and having ſome 
ſmall matter of Education beſtow'd up- 
on him, his Inclination tending more 

towards the Sword than the Book, he 
became a Cadet in the Second Regi- 
ment of Foot-Guards, otherwiſe call'd 
the Coldftream Regiment, from being 

firſt raiſed at a Place of that Name in 
Scotland. In this Station he continued 
without any higher Preferment for the 

Term of 6 Years, when his Father dy- 
ing, and leaving him an Eſtate of 60 J. 
per Annum, he converted it into Mony, 
and with ſome of it bought a Captain's 
Commiſſion, in that Regiment which 
was raiſed in the Reign of King Fames 

the Second, for the pretended Prince 
of Wales, and then commanded by 
Colonel Hales, next by Colonel Goed- 
win, and next by Colonel Colr, who 
Was killed by one Captain Swift in a 
eee, 1 
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In the time of the Revolution, Cap- 
tain n refuſing to take the Oaths 
of Allegianee to the late King William 


and Queen Mary, he loſt his Com- 


miſſion; and by his Extravagancy ha- 
ving nothing left to ſubſiſt on, he tooł 


to Gaming, in which he became ſuch 
a Proficient, for the Sharping Part, 
that he liv'd meerly by it, and had been 


in a ſhort time the utter Ruin of ſeve- 


ral Lawyers Clerks, and Mercers and 


Drapers Apprentices, in and about the 


Cities of London and Weſtminſter ; who 


% 


being his chief Bubbles at firſt, loſt 


ſome of 'em Sums too conſiderable for 


ſuch Youngſters to come fairly by. 
Bullying and Gaming, were the chief 


Supports of his Life, which made him 


a mighty Man with the Conſtables, 
Beadles and Bailiffs; for he had ſo ef- 


fectually brib'd himſelf into their Ac 


quaintance, that he had the Inſolence 
to imagine, he had eſtabliſh'd himſeit 
and his Partners, above the reach ot 
the Law: So making Cheating and 
Sharping his ſole Buſineſs, he ſtuck at 


nothing to promote that Intereſt: For 


it daily appears, that Rooks are grown 
of late fo intolerably Rude and Inſo- 
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lent, and commit ſo many open Vio- 
lences and Outrages, that a Stranger 
that ventures among em, runs the riſque 
of being robb'd or murder d. But 
whether this growing Miſchief be moſt 
owing to the defect of our Laws, the 
negligence of the Magiſtrate, or the 
Knavery of ſome of thoſe they employ, 
LT wor'c take upon me to determine; but 
be that as it will, Im confident the 
Thing in it ſelf is ſo highly ſcandalous 
and pernicious in all Reſpects, and re- 
flects ſo much upon the Wiſdom and 
Honour of our Country, that the Chri- 
ſtian World laughs at us for the unac- 
õͤĩòꝛd ⁶ 
As for Cards, he play'd incompara- 
bly well at Feuch Ruff, but was much 
addicted herein to Revoke, or not fol- 
low Suit. He was a very acute Player at 
Gleek and Lanterloo, in which laſt Game, 
he who hath 5 Cards of a Suit in his 
Hand, Loo's all the Gameſters ; but if 
Captain H-— had but 4 of a Suit, 
and he wanted a fifth, being skill'd in 
the cleanly Art of Conveyance, he 
would for that fifth make an exchange 
out of his Pocket; or elſe make uſe of 
one of his ſharping Companions, who 
F a ever 
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never fails to do him that kind Office and 


Favour. This broken Captain was not 


| unskilful at Picquet ; and the Spaniſh) N 


Game call'd Primero: But his chiefeſt 


Delight was in thoſe Games which re- 


quir'd Dice; ſo that none of thoſe fort 


came amils to him, eſpecially Verquere, 
which is the only noted Game within 


the Tables, practis'd in Holland, and at 
which that People are ſo good, that it is 


common amongſt em, to learn it in 


their Childhood, that by early begin- 
ning, they may become greater Profi- 
cients at their Maturity, and be the 
better able, when they are divertively 


engaged, and their Buſineſs will allow 


leiſure, to excel and over-reach one 


another. , He play'd excellently at Tick- 


Tack, which is ſo call'd from Touch 


and Take; for if you touch a Man, 
you muſt play him, though to your” 
Loſs. He was not ignorant of Grand- 


Tricktrack, a French Game, moſt com- 
monly us'd by Perſons of the firſt 
Quality; from whom he won one 


Night 1450 J. at Pawler's Ordinary at 


the Blue-Poſts in the Hay market. 
He alfo play'd often at Iriſh and 
Back-gammon, at both which Games he 
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us'd the falſe Dice for the benefit of 
Entering; wherefore ſuch as play muſt 
have a ſpecial Care that they have no: 


; RS 7 13 4 7 
Cinque-Veuces and Quarter-Tre)s put up- 


on them, which may be quickly per- 
ceived by the running of the Dice. The 
Sharper that is cunning at play, has 
great Advantage of a Novice or igno- 
rant Man, which is commonly by rep- 
Ding or knapping, which by its often 


Practiſe, may be ſuſpected by his Ad- 


verſary ; to prevent which, he has re- 


courſe to Dice which run particular 
Chances to his Purpoſe; which the 9- 


ther being ignorant of, is almoſt an 
equal Advantage with the former : For 


Example, he provides Dice that run 6, 


5, 4, tis his Bufineſs to ſecure thoſe 
Points; ſo that if he happens to ſurprize 


any of your Men coming home, as tis 


two to one but he does, he does without 


a kind of Miracle win the Sett. Tis 
poſſible ſometimes they make uſe of 3 


and 2, which are the low Chances; 
but that they ſeldom do, for this Reaſon; 


The high and forward Points being 
ſupply'd, he muſt enter, if at all, up- 
on the low Points, which keeps him 


backwards, and gives you Advantage; 


Which 
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which in this Game is to be forward, if 


poſſible upon ſafe Terms; and to point 
your Men at that rate, that it ſhall not 
be poſſible for your Adverſary to paſs, 
thought he hath entred his Men, till you 
give Liberty, having two to one the Ad- 
vantage of the Game. . 


Both Day and Night Captain H—— 
ſpent his Time in all the moſt noted 
Gaming-Houſes about Town; where 
at one Table you ſhall find a Sharper 
affectedly behaving himſelf, and with 


great Formality acting the Part of a 
Gentleman, when, take him out of his 
cheating Buſineſs, and you ſhan't have 


a Word of good Senſe from him in 
Twenty four Hours, nor of one good 
Action in his whole Lite. At another 


Table perhaps you ſhall ſee a broken 
Tradeſman, who had good Bufineſs till 
he fell into Gameſters Hands; ſo firſt 


loſing his Money, and then his Cha- 


racer, is ſince turn d Sharper too, and 


one of the vileſt in that helliſh Society. 


Thus theſe Fellows are forc'd to ſhift 
and ſhirk about from one Gaming- 


Houſe to another, and to commit a- 


bundance of little pitiful Actions to ſup- 


port themſelves from itarving. Our 
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Captain was alſo a mighty Gameſter at 
Cheſs, which Royal Game is more diffi- 
cult to be underſtood than any. other 
whatever; and will take up often in the 
playing ſo long a Time, that 'T'wo Per- 
ſons. may play a Month at Times, be- 
fore the Game is ended ; and though 
{omeare of Opinion, that Cheſs. as well 
as Draughts, may be play'd by a certain 
Rule; i cannot incline to believe it, be- 
cauſe the firſt Remove is diverſe, accord- 
ing to the Judgment of either of the. 
. ᷣ ͤ ͤ(v Os 
This Sharper had great Skill at Ins 
and Inn, a Game very much us'd in Or- 
dinaries, and may be play'd by. Two or 
Three, each having a Box in his Hand. 
It is play'd by Four Dice; but if a Game- 
ſter would win without hazarding 
much Money, Dice that will run very 
ſeldom otherwiſe than Sixes, Cinques, 
Quaters, and other Chances, are very ne- 
ceſſary: If thoſe Inſtruments are not to 
be had, a Taper Box will not be amils, 
that as the Dice are thrown in, they 
may ſtick by the way, and be fo thrown 
to Advantage. He alſo play'd much at 
Paſſage, a Game at Dice to be play'd at 
but by Two, and is perform'd with 
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3 Dice. The Caſter throws conti- 
nually, till he has thrown Doublets 
under 10, and then he is out, and 
loſes; or Doublets above 10, and then 
he paſſes and wins: High Runners 
are moſt requiſite for this Game, ſuch 
as will rarely run any other Chance 
than 4, F or 6, by which means, if 
the Caſter throws Doublets, he ſcarce- 
ly can throw out. There is the ſame 
Advantage of the ſmooth Taper-Box a- 
foreſaid, in this Game, as at Inn and 
In ; with the like Benefit of the Dice, 
Whether by palming, topping, ſlurring, 


or knapping. | 

In fine, there was no manner of 
Game, whether Engliſh or Foreign, on 
the Cards or Dice, but Captain HR 
was a Maſter of it, who in his Gaming 
was alſo very covetous and paſſionate; 
inſomuch, that being once at play with 
one Biſſet, another Sharper, and falling 
out but for the ſmall Matter of half a 
Crown, they went late at Night into 
I incolns-Inn-Fields to decide the Quarrel 
in the Dark. When they came there 
they both drew, and after a ſhort En- 
gagement Biſſet was run through the 
Body by Captain H=— ; which Wound 


being 
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being mortal, he died on the ſpot ; but 
not without ſome Suſpicion of ' foul 
Play on the Survivor's ſide, who having 
aà Scratch thwart the Palm of the Hand 
with which he did not uſe his Sword, 
tis ſuppos'd that he had palm'd the De- 
ceaſed's Rapier. For this Murder H- — 
Was apprehended, and committed to 
Newgate, and being try'd for the ſame 
at Juſtice-Hall in the Old-Baily, and 
found guilty of Man-Slaughter, was 
burnt in the Hand: Afterwards remain- 


ing almoſt a Year under Confinement, 


before he obtain'd his Liberty, he was 
reduced to a very miſerable Condition; 
inſomuch that when he procur'd his En- 
largement, being very poor, and ſlight- 
ed by his old ſharping Comrades, he 
was arreſted in an Action of 120 Pounds, 
and for want of Bail was carried a Priſo- 
ner to the Gatehouſe at Weſtminſter ; from 
whence, after three Months Impriſon- 
ment, he remov'd himſelf by a Writ of 
Habeas Corpus to the Queen Bench Priſon 
in Southwark. Here by Cards and Dice 
he rifled moſt of the Priſoners on the 
Maſters-ſide of their Money, which 
coming to the Marſhal's Ears, heturn'd 


Hom into the Common: ſide; but 
3 1855 find- 
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finding not ſuch good Bubbles in thoſe. 
Quarters, he ſoon died with Grief, and 


was interr'd at his Siſter's fole Coſt and 


Charge, though he had been unkind to 
her, in St. George's Church-Yard in 


Southwark, being 51 Years of Age when 


he departed this mortal Life, Anno 1705.

him into the Tower, till an Opportunity 
ſerv'd to ſend him to the Engliſh Forces, 
then under the Command of the Duke 
of Monmouth in the Lo- Countries; and 
being ſhortly after appointed to go with 
other Recruits to Dover, in order to be 
ſent over Sea, the following Dialogue 
paſs d betwixt him and his Captain, who 
Was a Frenchman.

Now raking up and down Town, he 
became a true Bacchanalian, always 
drinking as ſtoutly as if he meant to 
carry Liquor. enough with him in his 
Belly to quench the Flames of Hell ; or 
rather as if he meant to drink himſelf ſo 
far into a Beaſt, as he might thereby 
become incapable of Damnation.

He could likewiſe play very well at 
Picquet, in which Game you mult ob- 
ſerve theſe Rules: If the Dealer gives 
more Cards than his due, whether 
through Miſtake or otherwiſe, it lies 
inthe Choice ofthe Elder Hand,whether 
he ſhall deal again or no, or whether it 
ſhall be play'd out. He that forgets to 
reckon his Blank, Ruff, Sequences, Aces, 
Kings, or the like, and has begun to 
play his Cards, cannot recall them; ſo 
it is with him that ſhews not his Ruff be- 


fore he plays his firſt Card, loſing abſo- 


lutely all the Advantage thereof. He 
that miſreckons any thing, and has play'd 
one of his Cards, and his 1 1 
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finds at the beginning, middle, or end 
of the Game, that he had not what he 
reckon'd, for his Puniſhment he ſhall be 
debarr'd from reckoning any thing he 
really has, and his Adverſary ſhall rec- 
kon all he has; yet the other ſhall 
make all he.can in Play, He that takes 
in more Cards than he diſcards, is lia- 
ble to the ſame Penalty, He that throws 
up his Cards, imagining he hath loſt 
the Game, mingling them with other 


Cards on the Table, though afterwards 


he perceives his Miſtake, yet he is not 
allow'd to take up his Cards, and play 
them out. No Man is permitted to 
_ diſcard twice in one Dealing. He that 
has a Blank ſhall hinder the other Tis 
and Repicy, although he hath nothing to 
ſhew but his Blank. He that has 4 Aces, 
Kings, Queens or others dealt him, 
and after he has diſcarded one of the 4, 
reckons the other 3, and the other ſays 
to him, it'z good, he is bound to tel 
the other, if he asks him, what Ace, 
King, Queen, or other Card he wants. 
If after the Cards are cleanly cut, ei- 
ther of the Gameſters know the upper 
Card by the backſide, notwithſtanding 
this, the Cards muſt not be ſhuffled a. 
gain. 
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gain. In like manner, if the Dealer 
perceives the other has cut himſelf an 
Ace, and would therefore ſhuffle again, 
this is not permitted; and if a Card be 
found faced, it ſhall be no Argument 
to deal again, but muſt deal on; but if 
two be found faced, then may he 
ſhufle again. Laſtly, whoſoever is

He was a very facetious and pleaſant

ent Performances he was formerly Ma- 
ſter of: Yet, a Recantation- Prologue 
(ritten as well as ſpoken by himſelf) 
brought vaſt Audiences to the Houſe, 
and kept his Playing in ſome Reputati 


on. But his allowance from the Houſe 


abating with his Merit, he apply'd him- 
ſelf to baſe Means to procure Money; 

ſuch as, a Newgate Sollicitor, a Retainer 
to Clippers and Coyners, a Sham-Bail, 
Evidence, Setter, or any thing that was 
villanous; ſo that he became ſcanda- 
lous to all Men of any Reputation; 
and was beſides ſo very nauſeous and 
ſtinking, by reaſon of Diſtempers con- 
tracted by his irregular Living, that 
none who had the Senſe of Smelling 
would come within ſome Yards of him 

if they could avoid it. In this State of 
Body and Reputation he continued for 
a few Years, and then taking his Bed 
for ſome time, dy d about the beginning

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of this Century, aged 53 Years. - He 
had (as is faid before) written a great

A LL thoſe Perſons who are ad- 
dicted to the moſt covetous Re- 
-creation of Gaming, eſteem it a Thing 
ſo innocent in it ſelf, for waſting their 
precious Time, that they ſeem to ap- 
-prehend a Goodneſs in it, great enough 
to make them a Pretence for all their 
other Vices, and ſinfal Employments, 
ſhrouding them all under the generally 
approved Names of neceſſary Paſtimes 
and Diverſions. Of theſe ſort of Sparks 
call'd Gameſters, or rather Sharpers,

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Devil immediately came and carry d 
away the blaſphemous Wretch, wich 
ſuch a Noiſe and Stink, that the 
whole City was amaz'd at it. The 
others, half diſtracted with Fear, ſ\ruva_ 
to wipe out the Drops of Blood thac 
were upon the Table, but the more 
they rubb'd 'em, the more plainly 
they appear'd. The Rumour hereof 
flying to the City, Multitudes of Peo- 


ple flock'd to the Place, where they 
found the Gameſters waſhing the Board, 
whom they bound in Chains, and car- 
ried towards the Priſon ; but as they 


Were upon the Way, one of em was 
| ſuddenly ſtruck dead, with ſuch a 
Number of Lice crawling out of him, 
as was wonderful and loathſome to 
behold : And the Third was imme- 
diately put to Death by the Citizens, 
to avert the divine Indignation and 
Vengeance, which ſeemd to hang 
over their Heads. The Table was 


preſerv'd in the Place, and kept as a 


Monument of the judgments of God 
on Blaſphemers and Sabbath-breakers; 


and to ſhew the Miſchiefs and Inconve- 
niences that often attend Gaming. 


| Now, 
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Now as Mr. Bourchier always ap- 
peared very welldreſt, he would ſome- 
times act the part of thoſe Rooks, whole 
_ outſide ſpeaks them Gentlemen of the 
firſt Rank, yet they ſeldom play in an 
Ordinary, but will fit there a whole 
Evening to obſerve who wins; if it be 
| conſiderable, and the Winner ſeems 
_ pliable and generous, why then Mr. 
 Beurchier would endeavour to 1nfinuate 
_ himſelf into his Acquaintance, by con- 
gratulating his Succeſs, and applauding 
his happy Hand ; then he'll prompt him 
to a Glaſs of Wine, to Urink to the conti- 
- nuance of his good Fortune. Having got- 


ten him to a Tavern, the next ſtep he 


would wheedle him in to Play, and it be- 


ing perhaps late at Night, and the Gentle - 


man's Eyes dim with looking earneſtly 
and watching, he would be ſure to put 
the falſe Dice upon him, or otherwiſe 
cheat him by Palming, Slurring or Top- 
ping; by which means he was always 
| ſure to win a good part of the Gen- 
tleman's Money, if not all. And that 
he might not be ſuſpected, he would 
play ſometimes upon the Square, and 
loſe conſiderably; but then he would 

foon recover it again, when he thought 
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he was gone down Hill far enough: 


"wn 


Though it ſometimes ſo happen, that 
the Cheat may be ſerv'd in his kind, but 


only the Bubble perhaps has not Wit 


enough to leave off while he's on the 
winning Hand, or at kaſt upon the 


Turn of his Forcune. 


Once Mr. Bourchier going over to 


Flanders, with a great Irain of Ser- 


vants, ſet off in ſuch a fine Equipage, 


that they drew the Eyes of all upon 


| them wherever they went, to admire 
the Splendor and Gaiety of their Maſter, 
whom they took for no leſs than a 
Nobleman of the firſt Rank. In this 
Pomp making his Tour at K. William's 
Tent, he happen'd into Play with that 
great Monarch, and won of him above 
2500 J. The Duke of Bavaria bein 


alſo there, he then took up the Cudgels, 


and loſing 15000 J. the Loſs put him 


into a great Chafe, and doubting ſome 


foul Play was put upon him, becauſe 
Luck went ſo much againſt him, quoth 
Mr. Bourchier, Sir, if you have any ſu- 
ſpicion of the leaſt ſiniſter Trick put upon 
Jour Highneſs , if you pleaſe Il give you 
4 Chance for all your Money at once, toſſing 
up at Croſs and Pile, and you aps 
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the Advantage too of throwing up the 
Guinea yourſelf. The Elector admir' d 
at his bold Challenge, which neverthe- 
leſs accepting, he toſt up for 15000. 
and loſt the Money upon Reputation, 
with which Bourchier was very well fa- 
tisfied, as not doubting in the leaſt, 
and ſo taking his leave of the King, 
and thoſe Noblemen that were with 
him, he departed. Then the Elector of 
Bavaria enquiring of his Majeſty, who 
that Perſon was, that could run the 
Hazard of playing for ſo much Money 
at a Time, he told him it was a Subject 
of his in England, that though he had 
no real Eſtate of his own, yet was he 
able to play with any Sovereign Prince 


in Germany. Shortly after Bourchier re- 


turning into England, he bought a moſt 
rich Coach and curious Sett of ſix 
Horſes to it, which coſt him above 
3000 J. for a Preſent to the Elector of 


Bavaria, Who had not as yet paid him 


any thing of the 30000 J. which he 
had won of him. Notice hereof be- 
ing ſent to his Highneſs, the generous 
Action incited him to ſend over his 
Gentleman of Horſe into England, to 
take care of this Preſent, which he re- 
Rt tid heat ceir d 
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ceiv'd kindly at Bowrchier's Hands, to 
whom he return'd Bills of Exchange 

alſo, drawn upon ſeveral eminent Mer- 

chants in London, for paying what Mo- 


ney he had loſt with him at Play. 
Some People may talk what they 


pleaſe of deciding Caſes relating to 
the Proportions of Hazards in Gaming; 


but ſuch Calculations, I am ſure, are 
above the beſt Mathematicians to per- 
form. For it is very well known, that 


Bourchier would never venture 4 or 
Foo Guineas purely on Fortune, or 
meer Event of Chance, nor hazard 
his Money on Misfortune , when it 
daily - appears, that ordinary Matters 
run in the Channel of ſecond Cauſes. 
Indeed, he had an Art of preventing 
the Dice from falling on ſuch a de- 
termined ſide as Chance ſhould direct; 
and therefore, where is the Probability 
for an unexperienced Gameſter to gain 
any thing by a calculation of Chances? 


Whenever Bourchier play'd, his Judg- 


ment had ſuch a Command over For- 
tune, that his Chance was 10 to 2, 
againſt any one that unluckily attempted. 
to be his Antagoniſt, either at Cards 
or Dice; or elſe he could never wee 
= io cen 
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been Maſter, as he was, of ſo many thou- 
fands Pounds, wich the ſmall Stock 
of ſetting up fleſt of all for a Game- 
ſter, with leſs than 50 Guineas. His 
Lager- de- main Tricks, and ſlight of Hand 
wich Cards and falſe Dice, was ſecurity 
enough againſt Chance; and by tis 
' Dexterity in Gaming, he became worth 
above 100000). in a few Years. 
Not but that he was alfo very - 
pert at the Royal Game of Cheſs; 
which, the firſt and higheſt Piece is : 
King, the next in height is a Queen, 


the cloven Heads are Biſhops, they | 


who have Heads cut aſlaunt, like a Fea- 
ther in a Helmet, are call'd Knights, 
the laſt are call'd Rooks, with a round 
button d Cap-on their Heads, which ſig- 
nifie the Country and Peaſantry; the 
Pawns are all alike, and each Nobleman 
hath one of them to wait upon him. 
Now he that would be an Artiſt in this 
noble Game, muſt be ſo careful to ſe- 
cond his Pieces, that if any Man ad- 
vanced be taken, the Enemy may be 
likewiſe taken by. that piece that guards 

ſhall. he not clearly 


loſe any Man, which ſhould it fall out 
contrarily, might. boſs the Game: He 
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muſt alſo make his Paſſage free for Re- 


treat, as Occaſion ſhall ſerve, left he 


be worſted. In defending, you muſt 
alſo be very careful, that you are able 
to aſſault as well as your Enemy; for 
you muſt not only anſwer your Ad- 
verſaries Aſſault, by foreſceing his De- 
ſign by his Play, and preventing it, 
but you muſt likewiſe deviſe Plots, 


to peſter and grieve your Aſſailant, 
and chiefly how to entrap ſuch Pieces 
as are advanced by him, preventing 


their Retreat ; among which a Pawn 


is ſooneſt enſnared, becauſe he cannot 


o back for Succour or Relief; but Bi- 
ſhops and Rooks are harder to be ſur- 


prized, becauſe they can march from 
one ſide of the Field to the other, to 


avoid the enſuing Danger; but the 
Knights and Queens, ot all, are with 
moſt Difficulty berray'd, becauſe they 
have ſo many * laces of Refuge, and 


the Queen more eſpecially : Where 


Note, as 4 great Piece of Policy, that, 


jf poſſible, you conſtantly have as ma- 
ny Guards upon any one Piece of yours, 
as you ſee your Enemy has when he 


advances to take it ; and beſure withal, 


that your Guards be of leſs Value mn 
i . the 
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the Pieces he encountereth you with 
for then if he falls to taking, you 
will reap Advantage thereby; but if 
You ſee you cannot guard yours, but 
muſt of Neceflity loſe it, then be very 
circumſpect, and ſee whether you can 
take a far better Piece of his, in caſe 
he takes yours, by advancing ſome 
other Piece of yours in Guard ; for ſo, 
as it often falls out, that yours which 
you had given over for loſt may be 
ſaved , whereas no other may could 
have done it. When an adverſe Piece 
comes in your way, ſo that by it all 
may be taken, conſider with yourſelf, 
firit, whether it be equal in worth to 
ours, next, whether it can do you 
any Damage in the next Draught ; if 
fo, let it alone; for as it is beſt to 
play firſt, ſo it is to take laſt ; unleſs 
you might take the Piece clear, or 
get 2 better than that you loſe to 
rake it, or at leaſt diſorder him one 
Pawn in his taking your Man that 
took his; but when you have the 
Advantage, be it but of one good 


Piece for a worſe, or of a Pawn 


clear, then it is your beſt way to 
take Man for Man, as often as you 
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can; beſides, you are to note, that 


whatſoever Piece your Adverſary plays 
moſt, or beſt withal, be ſure, if it lies 
in your Power, to deprive him there- 


of, though it be done with loſs of 


the like, or of one ſomewhat bet 
ter, as a Biſhop for a Knight; for 


by this means you may fruſtrate your 


Adverſaries Deſign, and become as | 


cunning as himſelf, Now the chief Aim 


at Cheſs, is to give the Check, which 
is when you ſo check the King of 
the adverſe Party, that he can net- 
ther take the checking Piece , be- 

cauſe it is guarded, nor yet remove 
out of it. Your Gare ought to be in 
the interim, how to deprive him 


of ſome of the beſt Pieces, as his 


Queen or Rook; and the way to 


entrap a Queen is twofold, firſt by 


confining her to her King, ſo that 
ſhe may not remove from him, for 


leaving him in Check of an adverſe 


Piece; ſecondly, by bringing her to, 


or eſpying her in ſuch a Place, as 


2 Knight of yours may check her 


King, and the next Draught take 
her; In the ſame manner you may 


ſerve a Biſbop, if the adverſe Queen 


covers 
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covers her Sloap-wiſe, but if ſhe 
ſtands not in ſuch a Poſture, ſhe 
may be brought to it; entice her 
thither with ſome unguarded Man, 
which ſhe out of Eagerneſs of ta- 
king for nothing, may indiſcreetly 
bring herſelf into Trouble. Bur if 
you intend to catch a Queen with a 
Knight, imagine that the adverſe 
King ſtands in his own Place un- 
removed, and that the Queen has 
brought her ſelf to ſtand in that 
Place, where the King's Rook's 
Pawn ſtood; firſt, ſhe ſtanding in 
this Poſture, bring, if you can, one 

of your Knights to check her King, 
in the third Houſe before his own 
Biſhop; and if there be no Man 
ready to take up your Knight im- 
mediately, he will take up the Queen 
at the next Draught. The Rooks 
are aiſo to be ſurprized two ways; 
firſt, by playing your Biſhop into 
your. Knight's Pawn's firſt Place of 
ſtanding, which Biſhop ſhall march 
aſloap towards the adverſe Rook of 
the. oppoſite Corner., which if you 
can make uncover d of the Knight's 
Pawn, your Biſhop will then . 
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tedly take clear for nothing; the o- 
ther Way is like that of ſurprizing 


the Queen, with a Bifhop or a Knight; 


where you muſt take Notice, that your 
Adverſary's Queen's Rook, is fo much 


the eaſier to be taken with your Queen's 


Knight, that that Knight at his Third 
Draught may check the King, and 


take the ſame Rook at his Fourth 


Draught, There are fſcveral other 


Ways to take a Rook, which Practice 
muſt inform you. There 1s an :inge- 


nious Way of taking a great Man for a 


Pawn; when you eſpy two great 


Men of your Adverſary s ſtanding in 
one and the fame Rank, and but one 
Houſe between them, then prepare a 
Guard, if you have it not ready to 


your Hand, for a Pawn, which bring 
up to the Rank to them, in the Mid- 


dle or Front of both of them; and with- 


out doubt, if he ſave the one, your 


Pawn will take the other; and this 
Way of taking is called a Fork or Di- 


lemma. | 


But to conclude, Mr. Bourchier ha- 
ving got a great deal of Money by 
Gaming, he purchaſed a very pretty 

Eſtate near Perſhore in Worceſterſhire , 
TD 185 0 
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on which he - liv'd very handſomly 


and genteely till he was afflicted with 


an Aſthma, of which he died at his 


Lodgings in Tothill.ſtreet in Weſtmin- 
ter, in 1702. Aged 45 Years, and was 
decently interr'd near his Seat in the 
Country.

MILES Co RBET\, a Cheat. 


*TRULS notorious Cheat was born 


1 but of very poor Parents at 


Bromley, in the County of Kent, who 
not having wherewithal to ſend him 


to School, want of Literature brought 


him, as he grew up, to be very im- 
pudent; and as ſoon as he could begin 
to think himſelf a Man, he came up 
to London, where he fonnd Acquain- 


rance ſuitable to his own Inclination, 
and quickly became acquainted with 


all the growing Vices of the Town, 


and a moſt celebrated Gameſter at Back- 


 Gamon, at which Game he won in one 
Night 2500 Pounds of Beau Seymour, 


who was kill d in St. Fames's Park, by 
„5 One 


— 


— — — 


one Kirk, a Captain in the Earl of Ox- 
ford's Troop. TE ae 
Having this Succeſs, he was ſo much 
buoy 'd up therewith, that he thought 
Fortune had reſolv'd ever to be on his 
Side; but ſhortly after loſing 1400 J. 
of his former Booty, he was reſolv'd, 


becauſe he could neither read nor write, 
to turn Doctor of Phyſick. Accord- 


ingly he went to the Drugſters, bought 
the ſweepings of their Shops, and made 


Medicines, like other Quacks, for the 
Deſtruction of Mankind. Next put- 
ting out Printed Bills, with ſuch ſpe- 
cious Titles as Tetrachymageg on, or any 


other nonſenſical Words; he was ſent 
for to viſit a ſick Lady, whoſe Name 
the Meſſenger told him was the Lady 
Wilmot. It was hard by Leiceſter- fields. 
They conducted him into a Chamber 
very well furuiſh'd, where he was re- 
| ceived by a young Lady, who could 
not be above One or two and Twenty 
at the moſt; ſhe told him, that the 
Lady who was deſirous of conſulting 

upon an extraordinary Malady, did not 
live there, but that ſhe would come in 
a Minute, for that ſhe had ſent her 
| Footman to inform her he was there. 
33 or rae Phy- 
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Phyſicians Viſits are not generally tedi- 
ous; ſo that to tarry too long in a Place, 


would be to derogate from that gen- 


teel Character: But Miles diſpenſed 


with this Punctilio for once, becauſe 


the Perſon with whom he had to do, 


appear'd to be extremely beautiful and 


ſo witty, as to pick his Pocket of 66 
Guineas, and 18 half Guineas, which 
be never had again, by reaſon he did 
not miſs em till he went home, and 
before he got back to his ſham Lady, 


ſhe had ſhifred her Lodgings. 


Now Ailes Corbet, being ruin'd by 


this Loſs, he liſted himſelf in Lieute- 
nant Bradeck's Company, in the ſecond 
Regiment of Foot-Guards, and then 


leaant the Art of playing at Cups and 


Balls, at which moſt notorious way of 
Cheating Fools, he became as dextrous 


as one Phil. Lipſcomb, who is now 
reckon'd for that ingenious manner ot 


bubbling, the beſt Sharper in England. By 
theſe Cups and Balls Corbet got a great 


deal of Mony, and ſpent it as faſt; but 
at laſt Death ſerving upon him a Writ of 
Diem clauſit extremum, he died as rotten 


as a Pear of the Pox, in the Year 1712. 
aged 46, and was buried in the Church- 


yard of St, Giles's in the Fields Ma: 
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| Fuſtice HiGDEN, 2 Gameſter. 


Els Gentleman deſcended of a very 
1 good Family in the Weſt of Eng- 
land, was in his juvenile years admitted 
a Member of the Honourable Society of 
the Middle-Temple, but his Inclination 
being in a little time averſe to a cloſe. 


Study of the Law, he quitted the Inns 


of Court and went into the Army, and 


by his good Behaviour and Courage be- 


wee ˙— —— 


yond Sea, he obtain'd, after his coming 


| over into his native Country again, 


not only a Commiſſion in the firſt Regi- 


ment of Foot-Guards, but alſo a Com- 
miſſion of the Peace for the County of 


Middleſex; in which he continu'd for 


three or four years : When one time be- 
ing on the Guard at the Tower, a Man 
being apprehended for clipping Money, 


and being brought before him, his Wor- 
ſnip began to threaten him with hang- 


ing, and taking about an hundred-pound- 
Bag full of Clippings from the Conſta- 
ble. Quoth he, Pl ſee if can make this 
Fellow an Evidence to diſcover his Accom- 
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plices. So taking him by himſelf into 
another Room, Truly (ſaid he) you are a 
fine: Rogue indeed to cut Money to pieces, 
when ſo ſcarce as it is; come, come, let's ſee 
what Money you have about yeu, and if it 
ii poſſible, I will do what I can to ſave you for 
this once. The Priſoner gave his Wor- 
ſhip 50 Guineas; then bringing him out 
again, quoth he to the Conſtable, Why, 
Mr. Conſtable, you may go about your Bu- 
ſine ſs, I'll detain you no longer; for as ſoon 
a4] have made his Mittimus, I'll ſend a 
File of Muſqueteers with him to Newgate, 
For fear he ſhould make an Eſcape. The 
Conſtable went home, and the Juſtice 
provided a File of Muſqueteers to con- 
vey the Priſoner to Goal, to whom he 
had given private Orders what to do 
when they were at the Poultry-Compter, 
where happen'd to be a Croud of Peo- 
ple, occaſion'd thro' a ſtop of Coaches, 
© Carts, Cc. he gave a ſudden ſpring 
from his Guard, and running as faſt as 
he could, alſo crying out an Arreſt, he 
got clear away. The Soldiers carry- 
ing this News back to Juſtice Higden, 
he fell a ſwearing and ſtamping like a 
mad Man, asking why they did not} 
ſoot. him: They reply'd, they durſt 
„ not 
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not preſume to fire after him, for fear of 
killing other People. Whereupon he 
committed them to the Marſhalſea, 
where they liv'd very well upon his 
Coſt for two or three Days, and then 


were ſet at Liberty. But this Eſcape 
of the Priſoner coming to the Conſta- 
ble's Ears, he demanded a ſhare of the 


Clippings; which his Worſhip not al- 


lowing him, he made ſuch a Complaint 
againſt him, which turn'd him out from 


ever being a Juſtice of the Peace for the 
future. 


Not long after he loſt, for ſome ir- 
regular Practices, his Captain's Com- 


miſſion 3; then turning a very great 


Rake indeed, he play'd ſeveral unac- 


countable Pranks, which made him ve- 
ry ſcandalous. Once as he was going 


thro” Cheapſide on a Lord-Mayor's Day, 
and eſpying ſeveral Gentlewomen in a 


Balcony, ſome of which were very big 


with Child, quoth he to a Companion 


that was with him, Doſt ſee yonder big- 
belly d Women in yoader Balcony? Tes, 
ſaid the Gentleman: Tou ſhall ſee then, 
quoth Higden, that I'll ſet em all a long- 
ing for Brawn preſently. So ſtepping into 


Stocks- Market, where he got two very 
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large Sprigs of Roſemary, then coming 
juſt oppoſite to the fore ſaid Balcony, 
aud letting down his Breeches in the 
middle of the Street, he by his ſtoop- 
ing preſented to the view of the big- 


belly d Gentlewomen his bare Breech, 


in which he ſtuck the Sprigs of Roſe- 
mary: The Frolick had ſuch an Effect 
on one of them, that longing for Brawn 
indeed, which is not often in ſeaſon, ſhe 
was carry'd home fo fick, that it had 
like to have coſt her Lifſe 

One Day Captain Higden meeting 
with Mr. Watſon, in Fleetſtreer, they 
went to Dinner at the black Spread-Eagle 
in Chancery-lane, and being both notable 
Trencher-men, and eating with all the 
cagerneſs they could, for fear one 
ſhould eat more than the other, Higden 
being very dry, he declin'd drinking, 
Teſt he ſhould loſe any time; at Jaſt 
Drought compelling him to wet his 
Whiſtle, he takes up a Tankard of Beer, 
and holding his Comrade by the Knife- 
hand, quoth he, Honeſt Watſon, here's 
to you with all my Heart. And ſo preven- 
ted his eating till he had took a hearty 
A „ 5 
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Lodging once at a Midwife's Houſe, 
he was often very importunate with her 
to permit him to go to a Labour, which 
Requeſt never being granted, he one 
day hearing her fetch'd to a Woman's 
Labour, not far from where he liv'd, he 
went to a Friend's Houſe, where bor- 
rowing his Wife's Cloaths, he dreſs'd 
himſelf in 'em, aud made what haſte he 
could to the crying-out Woman, into 
whoſe Chamber he had admittance, and 
was as officious as the beſt of em. After 
the Woman was deliver'd, the Goſſips ; 
I being all very merry over their Wine 4 
and groaning Cheeſe, they were got in- ” 
to a deep Diſcourſe about Women's Þ

1 into a bluſhing Condition, but uni- 
ting their Forces together, they fell up- 
on poor Higden with ſuch Fury, that 
had he not made a timely eſcape out of 
the Room, they had certainly torn all 

his borrow'd Apparel to pieces. 

Mr. Higden was a great Cuſtomer a- 
mong the Brokers in Harp-Alley by the 
Ditch- fide, for buying old Keys of 'em, 
which he generally turn'd to a good Ac- 
count; as particularly one day, when 
raking a Hackney-Coach early in the 
Morning at Cyaring-croſs, he carry'd 
him to Weſtminſter, from thence to the 
Royal- Exchange, from thence to the Tow- 
er, from thence to Bloomsbury-Square, ſo 
that what with making the Coachman 
wait at each Place, it was grown quite 
Night; then ordering the Coachman to 
drive to the Middle-Temfle- Gate, 15

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takes an old Key out of his pocket, and 
giving it to the Coachman, quoth he, 
Go to my Chambers at ſuch a Number in 
 Pump-Conrt, and if my Clerk is not a:

ſhut it faſt after you again. The Coach- 


man goes, as he was order'd, to his 
Chamber, where finding no Body with- 


in, he began to make uſe of his old Rey, 


which not fitting the Wards, 1t would 


not open the Door; but whilſt he was 


tampering with the Lock, the Gentle- 
man himſelf came-up Stairs, and find- 


ing the Coachman endeavouring to open 


his Chamber, which had been lately 
robb'd, he cry'd out Thieves, and had 
him preſently ſecur'd. The Coachman 


alledging his own Innocency, told the 


Perſon who ſeiz' d him, he was ſent thi- 
ther by a Gentleman he had in his Coach 
to fetch him a Cloak; but going to the 
Coach, and finding no Body in it, the 

Coachman was carry'd before a Magi 


ſtrate, where the Gentleman depoiing, 


that his Chamber had been but very 
lately robb'd, and that he found the 
Priſoner attempting to open his Cham- 
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ber with an old Key, which he did not 
deny, he was committed to Nemgate. 
Afterwards taking his Tryal at the Seſ- 
ſions-houſe in the Old-baily, the Matter 
went ſo hard againſt him, that he had 
been certainly caſt for his Life, if Hig- 
den had not appear'd in Court, to juſtify 
that the Coachman had the Key of him, 
and alſo brought half a dozen other 

_ Coachmen to prove that they had been 
bilk'd fo by him in the like manner bc- 
Wo eo. Fs 
This comical Spark was alſo a great 
_ Gameſter, eſpecially at Dice; and one 
Night he and another of his Fraternity 
going to a Gaming-honſe, Higden draws 
a Chair and ſits down, but as often as 
the Box came to him, he paſt it, and fat

Companion by the Fire-ſtde, who ask'd-: 
him how he durſt be ſo audacious as to 
venture at firſt to play, knowing he had 
not a Shilling in his Pocket. One of the 
Loſers over-hearing what was ſaid, 
How's that, quoth he, had you no Money 


when you began to play? That's no mat- 


ter, reply d Higden, I have enough nom; 
and if you had. won of me, you muſt have 
been contented to have kick'd; buffeted, or + 
pump'd me, and you ſhould have done it fo 
long till you ſaid you was ſatisfy'd. Be- 
ſides, Sir, I am a Soldier, and have often 
faced the Mouths of thundring Canons for + 
8 Shillings a day, and do you think I wou 
nit hazard the toſſing in-a Blanket for the 
Money Thave won to night. All that were 
| concern'd wonder'd at his Confidence; 
but he laugh'd - heartily at their Folly, 
and his own good Fortune; and ſo 
march'd off with a light Heart, aud a 
heavy Purſe. Afterwards, to make him 
ſelf as miſerable. as he could, he turn'd 
Poet, when going into Ireland, he writ

| x Onſicur Germain came but of mean 
Extraction, for his Parents kept 
an Ordinary at Delft in Holland, where 
he was born, and coming over into Eng- 
land at the time of the happy Revoluti- 
on in 1688, he quickly advanced his 
Fortune by being a great Gameſter; 
but the chief Promotion of him was oc. 
caſion'd by his being a Stallion to the 
Lady Mary Mordaunt, Conſort to his 
Grace the late Duke of Norfolk, who 
proving her in Parliament to be guilty 
of Adultery, he was divorced from his 
' Dutcheſs, who then liv'd publickly with 
Germain; who was the firſt Man that 
ever brought up the Game of Spaniſh 
Mhiſt, which is a meer Bite, perform'd 
after this manner:

2 Ogle was 4 Man well born, and 

well bred ; and tho' his Parents al- 
ways liv'd in 'the Country, at a place 
call'd Aſhburton in Devonſhire, yet had he 
been chiefly brought up in Exeter: He 
had a Gentleman-hike Skill in moſt 
Exerciſes, of which his Maſter-piece was 
riding the Great- Horſe, When he was 
young, his Father dy'd worth 250 


Pounds a year, of which 50 were his 


Wite's Joynture. He never had more 
than two Children, John Ogle, and his 
Siſter ; and that his Son's Eſtate might 
not be incumber'd, by his Frugality he 
had ſaved 500 Pounds, as a Portion for 
his Daughter. On his Dcath-bed he 

left every thing under the Tuition of 
his Wife, with a great Charge that-his 

Son ſhould have all the Education be- 
ſtow'd upon him that he ſhould be capa- 


ble of receiving; which was not over- 


much, by reaſon Jack was too unlucky 
to be too great a Scholar. 
About half a year after he came to

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came to London : He was Generous and 
Bold, more Cunning than Witty, and 
ſet out with very few Faults, and of 
them a little Conceit, and an itch to Ro- 
mancing, were the worſt, though not 
very conſpicuous.

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counters falling out not long from one- 
another, gain'd him no ſmall Reputati- 
on, and in leſs than a Twelvemonth 
Fack Ogle had a general Acquaintance 
at Whitehall, where, in the Reign of Kin 5

much eſteem'd, and very well receiv d. 
Not long after Ogle's being in e 
his Siſter alſo came up to Town, quali- 
fy'd to wait on a Lady by a Boarding- 
School Education; where, give me leave 
to tell you, I have often obſerv'd that 
young Gentlewomen may be taught to 
Sing and Dance, to Work and Dreſs, 
and, if they will, receive good Inſtructi- 
ons for a genteel Carriage, and how to

inſtructed : They lead eaſie and lazy 
Lives, and have abundance of time upon 
their Hands, eſpecially thoſe whoſe Re-

Another time Mad Ogle being at Loc- 


ket's Ordinary among ſeveral Perſons of 


Quality, they fell into Gaming, at which 


Ogle having great Luck, he order'd the 


Servants to goand fetchall the Poor they 
could find betwixt Mhitehall and Charing- 


Croſs,and give them as much Victuals and 
Drink as came to 12 pence apicce, Man, 
Woman and Child; accordingly about 


50 Beggars of both Sexes were brought 
together into tne Yard, old and young, 


blind and lame, deaf and dumb, all, ex- 
cepting them that conld not ſpeak or 


hear, praying heartily for Mr. Ogle's long

wiſhing him good Luck. At laſt, having 
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broke all the Gameſters, he departed

Indeed 
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Indeed Jonathan Laud had been a great 
Winner at Draughts; but when he took 
to play at Dice, having been as great a 
Loſer, he reſolv'd, if he could contrive 
a way to win a conſiderable Sum, it 
ſhould be the Baſis of his future Settle- 
ment; and after various Conſultations 
within himſelf, he at length contriv'd 
this Stratagem : He caus'd a Box to be 
made, not as they are uſual, ſcrew'd 

within, but ſmooth, and procur'd it to 
be ſo well painted and ſhadow'd within, 
that it look'd like a ſcrew'd Box; now 
this Box was but half-board wide at top, 
and narrow at bottom, that the Dice 
might ſtick, and the Box being ſmooth, 
would come out without tumbling.

Major-General FiELDING, a Gameſter, 


ME Fielding was deſcended of a 
- very good Family near Coventry 


in Warwickſhire ; his Parents beſtowing a 


liberal Education upon him, he was ſent 
to the Inns of Court to ſtudy the Law ; 
but his Father ſoon after dying, where- 
by he obtain'd the Poſleſſion of about 


6000. 10 ann. his Inclination to Vanit 


incited him not to follow the Profeſſion 
of revolving ancient Records, reading 


—— 
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old Statutes, ſearching Worm-eaten 
Charters, and poring on dull Reports. 
Now his vain Imaginations roving at- 
ter the fair Sex, he diſtinguiſh'd himſelt 
always by his extraordinary Dreſs, and 
fantaſtick Habit of his Footmen, who 
generally wore yc'low Coats and black 


Feathers in their Hats, and black Saſhes, 


or elſe ſome other Characteriſt ick or 


Foppiſhneſs, to ſignalize himſelf for the 


greateſt Fop which ever appear'd in 


England; as may plainly be perceiv'd by 


the following Character of him. 

This Spark put up for a Beau, which 
word in the ſober Man's Dictionary ſig- 
nifies a Coxcomb, whoſe heterogeneous 
Soul is ſuch, that no leſs than a Combi- 
nation of all the Vices in the World muſt 
be ſummon'd in to make upa partial De- 
ſcription of him. When Fielding was 
in the Land of the Living, one might 
_ Properly have call'd him a Volume of 
methodical Errata, bound up in a gilt 
Cover; or rather, he was a Man's Skin 
full of Prophaneneſs, a Paradiſe full of 


| Weeds, and a Heaven full of Devils. 
His very Name's enough to blaſt the 


_ Gentility of all that went before him, 
and to breath a perpetual n 


— — 
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the ſleeping Aſhes of his Progenitors. | 


His chief Employment was to ſcorn 
all Buſineſs, but the Study of the Modes 
and Vices of the Times; and when he 
firſt came to Town, he ſoon learnt how 


to make a choice of his boon Compani- 


ons, by their moſt profound Wicked- 
neſs. As for his Habit and Garb, he 
daily endeavour'd that all ſhould ap- 
pear new about him, except his Vices 
and his Religion; he is too much in 
love with the firſt to change them, and 
the latter he could not change, becauſe 


he never had any. He was generally 
trick'd up in Gauderies, as if he had 


re ſolv'd to make the whole Female Sex 
his Conqueſt; and by his variety of Fa- 
ions his very Creditors durſt never 


ſwear him to be the Man they had tru- 


ſted. His Draper was afraid of loſing 


him in a Labyrinth of bis own Cloth, 


it was ſo cover'd with the Finery of the 


Laceman. He took as much care and 
pains to new-mould his Body at the 


Dancing-Shool, as if the only Shame 
he fear'd was the retaining of that 
Form which God and Nature gave 


him: Every Step he took preſented 
you with a perfect Puppet-Play; and

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Rome it ſelf could not in an Age have 
ſhew'd you more Anticks than this no- 
torious Fop was able to imitate in half 
an Hour. He was a very Bungler at 
paying his Debts, about which he ne— 
ver troubl'd himſelf; for a certain ho- 
neſt Gentleman once ſaying to him, 
Conſidering how much Money you owe, Sir, 
to Tradeſmen, I wonder how you can ſleep 


a Nights for thinking on't. He reply'd, 


I can take my reſt very well, Sir; J wonder 


more how they can ſleep to whem I owe any 
„„ 5 

When he firſt launched abroad into 
the World, he appear'd often at Court; 
where King Charles being pleas'd to call 
him Handſom Fielding, this Royal No- 
tice, which that Monarch was pleas'd to 
take of him, made him in great vogue 
among ſeveral of the Female Sex, 
by whom, after he had reſign'd up his 


Commiſſion of the Peace, which he bore 


for the City and Liberty of Weſtminſter, 
he was maintain'd as a Stallion ; but 
the Income which this unlawful Practice 
brought him in, being not anſwerable 
to his extravagant way of living, he 
was obliged to ſupport his ambitious 
Grandeur by Horſe-racing at New- 


Market- 
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Market-Heath, and other Places, and 
herein was often ſucceſsful, by bribing 
Jockeys to ride foul Matches: And 
likewiſe by dawhing in the Fiſt thoſe 
Fellows who fed Game-Cocks, he hath 
won many hundreds of Guineas at the 
Cock-pit at Weſtminſter, and other Places 
to which People reſort to venture their 
Money on that deſtructive Diverſion of 
Coc f- fighting. 1 95 

He much frequented the Royal-Oak- 
Lottery; in which ſort of Gaming is 
neither Truth nor Profit, becauſe the 
Maſter thereof runs away with all the 
Gains; here Fielding could obtain but 
very little to uphold his old Extrava- 
gancy, and therefore was ſtill obliged 
to live upon the Reverſion of the Fe- 
males; being ſo much debauch'd, that 
he could never be without Women, for 
whom he often pretended to expoſe his 
Perſon, where he was ſure there was no 
A DE 

He happen'd to be once miſtaken in 
the Exerciſe of his Proweſs, when he 
encounter'd Mr. Price, a Welſh Gentle- 
man, who cane'd and wounded him at 
the Theatre in Lincolns-Inn-Fields; tho* 
he was afterwards more ſucceſsful in 
5 RT a Treas Ea, at- 
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attacking and running a Linkboy thro 
the Body in St. Martin's-lane. And tho' F 
he had the Ayre of a Hector, and look'd 
big, yet his want of true Courage being 
known, made him the Object of every 
young Beau that wou'd ſhew his Valour 
at a Rapier. Not to mention his being 
kick'd and pulF'd by the Noſe by ſeveral 
Noblemen, when they have diſcover d 
the clandeſtine Methods he us'd to bite 


them in Horſe-Matches at New- Market; 


which, beſides giving the Loſers leave 
to ſpeak, he bore without the leaſt Re- 


ſentment. 


He ſometimes deſcended ſo low as to 


viſit the Ducking-pond, where he often 


found a great many Bubbles, and chou- 


ced them out of a deal of Money by the 


Goodneſs of his Spaniels. But his Ta- 
lent lay much in Cheſs and Backgammon, 
which two Games have often lin'd his 
Pockets with large Sums of Gold, got 
from Perſons of Quality who were meer 


Novices at all manner of Plays. And 


tho? Noblemen ought to be above know- 


ing what Biting or Sharping is,yet ought 
they ſo far to learn it, and know the 


Tricks of all Games, to be ſecure againſt 
the Cheats of others. However, the 


beſt 
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beſt way not to he cheated, is not to 
| playatall; and indeed there's nothing 
more miſerable than a Gameſter, in 


whom is no one ordinary Trace of 
Thinking to be found, but ſtrong Paſ- 
ſton, violent Deſires, and a continued 
Series of different Changes are conti- 
nually tearing it to pieces. There ap- 
pears no middle Condition ; the Tri- 


umph of a Prince, or the Miſery of a 
Beggar, are his alternate States. He 
that is worth 4 or 5000 Pounds at Noon, 
ſhall not be wortha Farthing by Night; 
and what can be a greater Scandal for 


Noblemen, than to play with Fellows 
Who have no other viſible Livelihood 


than that of ſhaking the Elbow ? who 


are ſo very poor, that if ill Luck ſtrips 
*em of all their Money, they muſt bor- 
row halfa Crown of the Maid that cleans 
their Shoes, with which gaming in Lin- 
colns-Inn-Fields, among the Boys for Far- 
things and Oranges, till they have made 
up three pieces, they then return to the 
Roſe-Coffeehouſe, or fome other place for 
Raffliug, with hopes of retrieving their 


late Lofles. 


Mr. Fielding, tho' he had two Strings. 


to his Bow, namely, Dice and Women, 


yet 
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yet living too profuſely,what accru'd to 
him by Gaming and Whoring could not 
maintain him an extraordinary Equi- 
page ; therefore, intending to better his 
Fortune by Marriage, Intereſt directed 
him to one Madam Delaune, a Gentle- 
woman of about 20000 Pounds Porti- 
on, living near Tunbridge in the County 
of Kent; with which Sum he was ex- 
treamly in Love, tho? he had never ſeen 


the Lady; and getting acquainted with 


an old Bawd who pretended to have a 
more than ordinary Acquaintance with 


Madam Delaune, ſne had not a little par- 


cel of Money to carry on the Intrigue, 
which ſhe managed with ſuch Subtilty, 
that in a very little time ſhe had impos'd 
a wrong Perſon on Fielding, by bring- 
ing him into the Company of one Mary 
Wadſworth, a Jilt of the Town, who cun- 
ningly per ſonated Madam Delaune, and 
was marry'd to him after the Rites and 
Ceremonies of the Church of Rome. 

Dot long after they were joyn'd in 
Matrimony, the Bride leaving Fielding 
in London, under Pretence of going 


down to her Country- ſeat, to ſettle

with a Piece of Eloquence which he did 


not well underſtand ; but by the clean- 


neſs of his Expreſſion, and the Excellency 
of his Voice, he came off ſo well, that all 


the principal Noblemen in the City, 


where he dwelt, ſent their Coaches to 


bring him home to their Palaces, to 


declaim before their Ladies. 


Afterwards his Parents ſent him to 


Rome, in order to his being brought vp 


there like A Child of Difinition s for 
which

which end they put him into the Ro- 
ſh Seminary. That place is reckon'd 
one of the fineſt Nurſeries for Youth 
in Europe; and molt of the Princes of 
Germany, and almolt all the Cardinals 
and eminent Prelates of the Church of 
Rome are indebted for their Educati- 
on, to that famous College. The 7e/ſu- 


ites have the ſole Direction thereof; and 


there is not (as lome ſay ) a Seminary 
in the World, wherein ſo many Students 
are maintain'd, and obſerve ſuch an ex- 
cellent Order, both in regard to their 
Behaviours, and for their manner of In- 
ſtruction. Monſieur St. Evremont was a- 
bout 15 Years of Age, when he was ad- 
mitted among them, and the Duke of 


Florence, being then at Rome (with whom 


his Father had been formerly very in- 
timately acquainted in his Travels ) to 
ſee his Son, who was there a Student, he 
gave him all poſible Demonſtrations of 
his good Will, and commanded his Son 
in that Seminary, to ſtrike a cloſe Friend- 
ſhip with him. The young Prince readi- 
ly obey'd, and would do any thing to ob- 
lige him. As Monſieur St. Everemant had 
made a greater Pogreſs in his Studies, 
than he, he did him the Honour to 
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confide in him, and made him give him 
his Sentiments concerning his Duty. 


The young Prince was ſo modeſt and 
had ſo great a Deſire to learn, that in 
all their Converſations, he askt Mon- 
ſieur St. Evremont ſeveral Queſtions, 
which, at his Age, he could not re- 


ſolve him; and this being obſerv'd by 
their Tutor, he took ſo much Pains with 
theſe two, that they were envied by the 


whole College; explaining to them all 
the Difficulties of Logick, which was 
then their Study. Monſieur St. Evre- 
ont was not full 18 Years old, when 
he had gone through all the Theologi- 
cal Theſes; and it was upon this occa- 
ſion, that he gave ſuch a Proof of his 


prodigious Memory, by anſwering to all 


the Paſſages they could ask him, relat- 
ing to the holy Scriptures ; when moſt 
of the Auditory fancy'd that it was im- 


poſſible to be done, without ſome ſuper- 


natural Aſſiſtance, This Affairs coming 


to the Pope's Ear, his Holineſs ſent for 
him, and having read about half a Page 


out of the firſt Book of Samuel to him, 


he repeated it, Word for Word, to the 
Pontiſt, without the leaſt Heſitation, juſt 


as it he had before-hand got it by Heart. 


— _ 
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Thereupon his Holineſs Earneſtly exhort- 
ed him to dedicate himſelf to God's 
Service, aſſur d him, the Church was 
4 good Mother, who bad Treaſures and 
Crowns for ſuch of her Children, as made 
it their Buſineſs to honour and ſerve 
her; and concluded, That he wiſht he 
might live to ſee what Uſe he ſhould 
make of the precious Talents, which it 
had pleas'd God to beſtow upon him, to 
the end he might ſay to him, like the Houſe- 
holder in the Goſpel, Erge, ſerve bone, 
c fidehs; Well done, good and faith- 
ful Servant. 
But Monſieur St. Evremont's Inclina- 
tion not tending towards holy Orders, 
he left Rome, and returning into France, 
went into the Army, where his extra- 
ordinary Courage rais d him to ſeveral 
conſiderable Poſts, in which behaving 
himſelf with a great deal of Fidelity and 

Candour, he obtin'd the Love cf the ſu- 
preme Officers, who ſo much recom- 
mended him to his Sovereign, Lewis the 
Fourteenth the preſent French King, that 
he ſoon became a Favourite at Court.

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the King ſo reſented the Matter, that he 
intended to puniſh him ſeverely ; but he 
having notice of it, fled into Holland, 
where he reſided till the Reſtauration of 
King Charles II. after the Settlement of 


which exil'd Monarch on his Throne, it 


was his Royal Pleaſure to invite Monſieur 
St. Evremont into this Kingdom, where 
he was in Favour not only with that 
Prince, but alſo with King James II. 
and King W:lam III. He liv'd allo ſome

HE Life of this eminent Perſon 
4 having been incomparably written 
by Monſieur St. Evremont, we ſhall on- 
ly take notice of ſuch Paſſages as were 
omitted by that ingenious Author. This 
Lady having often ſeen at the Court of 
France, in the Time of his Exile, King 


Charles II, whoſe Eyes were great and 
black, Eye-brows thick, and met to- 


gether, Complexion brown, Viſage long, 
Hair black and curl'd, being alſo tall and 


_ Hnely ſhap'd, and had an auſtere Preſence, | 


but yet lofty and civil, ſhe took ſuch 
A Fancy to him, that when he was re- 
ſtored to his Kingdoms, ſhe came to 
the Court of England to pay his Majeſty 
a Viſit, who ſeem'd always to look very 
graciouſly upon her beyond Sea. 
But before we proceed to the great 
Reſpect which Madam Mazerme bore 
that Prince, we muſt take notice that 
ſhe was a Daughter of one of the prin- 
cipal Families of Pzcardy. Her Relations 
for many Years bore the higheſt Places

both in Church and State, ſhe 1 Was 


brought up with her youngeſt Brother, 
for whoſe Education nothing was ſpar d. 

It 
was lo: great a pleaſure to her, to hear the 
Inſtructions the Maſters gave him, that 
her Mother, perceiving her Inclinations 
was pleas'd to order her the lame Leſſons. 

She was 13 Years of Age when ſhe be. 
gan her Studies, her Brother was 14;

his Pleaſures and Diverſions ; and Hunt-

Her Geni- 
us, which inſpir d all that ever heard her, 
with admirarion, enflam'd the Maſter, 
who taught her, with Love. He never 
vented his Paſſion to her any other- 
wiſe than by Riddle; but ſhe apprehend- 
ed his 8. by the tender and paſ- 
3 ſionate 
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fonate Manner in which he related to 
her one Day, the Fable of the Vine and 
the Elm. This private Declaration. of 
Crpid's Power, incited her often to ſay 
to her ſelf, How dangerous is it, to hear 
a Maſter, whoſe Mind and Bod ly are 
ſo well tr amd an match'd Greatneſs of 
Birth, and Goods of Fortune, are 10 
weak Fences, to confine a Heart that is 
bent upon Love and Gallantry. 


Aiter theſe Motives to the Delights 
of Venus, ſhe abandoned her ſelf intire- 


5 ly to a Paſf on, that Wit and Merit raiſ- 


ed in her Soul, Soon did that Paſfion 7 


become o ſtrong, that ſhe could not ma- 


ſter it; and Monſieur de Ruel, who had 
already ſtolen her Heart, did not how. 
cver, keep the ole. Polleffion thereof. 


For ſome tew Years, their Pleaſures were 
uninterrupted ; and the Liberty rhey had
